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TARIFF DISCUSSION. 


The discussion of the shortcomings 
and incongruities of the tariff bill be- 
fore the House has been continued 
during the past week and there is yet 
no indication that the end of the de- 
bate is near. The friends of the bill 
have not yet exhaustéd their vo- 
cabulary in praise of what they con- 
sider its merits, while its opponents 
find the botched attempt at tariff re- 
form faulty on every page, and the 
closer they examine it the more ineon- 
sistent and impracticable it appears. 
The discussion, however, has not been 
closely confined to the provisions of the 
bill and their effects on the industries 
affected, the members making it a po- 
litical issue, and the speeches have lat- 
terly largely partaken the character 
of political harangues. One of the 
members, in making a plea for free 
sugar and a general reduction in im- 
port duties, closed his argument with 
the remark, ‘‘we are taxed from the 
cradle pluinb into the grave.” In re- 
sponse it was suggested that the inter- 
nal revenue prompted the quotation, 
with the following amusing but effect- 
ive illustration of the oppressive ef- 
fect of the internal revenue’ tax: 
** Hardly had the little babe come into 
the world than it needed a little pep- 
permint to soothe the griping in its 
little bowels, then in came the internal 
revenue collector, clothed with the 
power of the National govermment, and 
with the army and navy at its back, 
and exacted from the little innocent 315 
per cent. internal taxes on paregoric 
and 425 per cent. on essence of pepper- 
mint. Being an American child, with 
an eye to business, of course the baby 
took the paregorie because it was the 
cheaper. But finally the child sue- 
cumbed in the hope that it had es- 
caped from the collector. Butno,. It 
was taxed after its death. The sorrow- 
ing mother placed a cloth saturated in 
aleohol over the pale face, and on that 
aleohol the internal revenue spy col- 
lected a tax of 450 percent.” If the 
surplus revenue is such a bugbear the 
representatives will do well to pay at- 
tention to the internal revenue taxes, 
on which they can indulge their cut- 
ting and slashing proclivities to their 
heart’s content, and at the same time 
iake sure of the approval of the peo- 
ple at large. There will be no danger 
of wrecking any industry by removing 
the internal revenue taxes on most of 
the articles now burdened, while all of 
them will be materially benefitted, and 
at the same time a reduction in the 
revenue effected. Such a course 
would bring about a reduction of the 
present army of office holders, and 
this is what the political wire pullers, 
of which the House contains a large 
number among its membership, do not 
desire. They want these fat positions 
for their political friends, and it is ap- 
parently too much to expect of the 
average member of Congress that he 
should make this sacrifice in the laud- 
able endeavor to benefit the whole 
country.

One of the speakers made use of a sim- 
ilar argument tothat advanced by Mr. 
Mills when opening the tariff debate, 
by the demagogic presentation of un- 
truthful figures of the cost of imported 
articles and the labor cost of their man- 
ufacture. The price of imported white 
lead was given at $9.50 per one hun- 
dred pounds, on which the labor cost 
was stated at fifty cents and the duty 
$3; one hundred pounds of imported 
mixed paint $8, the labor cost forty- 
one cents and the duty $2. The only 
grain of truth in these statements is 
the amount of the duty. The labor 
cost of these articles is far in excess of 
the amount stated, although the labor 
cost of the final manipulation of the 
raw materials required produce 
these articles may possibly have been 
correctly given. In this way facts 
are wisstated for political purposes, 
and shows the tactics of the demagogue, 


to 
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The speeches in favor of the bill have 


largely partaken the character of 
tirades against protection in the en- 
deavor to popularize their own views. 
When the articles are taken up separ- 


ately the discussions thereon will prove * 


more interesting, and it is to be hoped 
that this point in the progress of the 
apparently interminable speech mak- 
ing will soon be reached.

THE POSITION OF ARSENIC. 


A London trade journal, of recent 
date, reports that a corner has been 
effected in the arsenic market, but 
gives no particulars. Those here, who 
are most largely interested in that 
chemical, say that the statement is not 
strictly correct, and is made upon im- 
perfect information, or mistaken im- 
pressions regarding the action recently 
taken by the three largest producers of 
arsenic in England. 

For years arsenic has been selling at 
prices which admitted of no profit, and 
at times, at a loss not only to the pro- 
ducers, but to the importers and deal- 
ers. The principal cause of this condi- 
tion of affairs was over production. 
Two years ago an effort was made to 
regulate prices by limiting the output 
from the mines, but it fell through be- 
cause one of the largest producers 
wished to dictate terms for the govern- 
ment of the proposed combination. 
Five or six years ago, before this pro- 
ducer entered the field, arsenic was 
quoted in the London market at thir- 
teen pounds per ton. With the open- 
ing of the new mine, which proved to 
be the largest in the world, and the 
subsequent adoption of an aggressive 
policy by its owner, the price declined 
until it reached eight pounds per ton, 
at which it remained until the owner 
of this mine was foreed to quit the 
business, owing to the heavy losses he 
sustained through his ill-advised policy. 
That occurred about a year and a half 
ago, since which time the mine has 
been idle. It is now full of water, to 
remove which, and put the mine in 
working order, would be the work of 
at least a year. It, therefore, is no 
longer a factor in the situation. 

When the owner of this mine was 
obliged to suspend, he had a stock of 
some six thousand tons of arsenic on 
hand, which was bought up eventually 
by the other producers. With this 
principal obstacle to successful eombi- 
nation, the matter was again canvassed 
by the remaining producers, but the 
existence of the large surplus stock 
above referred to prevented its imme- 
diate consummation. The extra stock 
was gradually reduced, however, and 
not long ago the three largest manu- 
facturers entered into an agreement, 
the terms of which have not been made 
public. One of the first results of this 
combination, was the advance in prices 
which was announced in our market 
reports a few weeks ago. Since then 
our market has been gradually stiffen- 
ing, but the upward tendency has been 
assisted by the large demand from 
paris green manufacturers and the 
high rates of freight from the shipping 
points in England, There are a num- 
ber of producers of arsenic not included 
in the agreement, but who would enter 
if the opportunity offered. As their 
combined production is not more than 
enough to supply the requirements of 
one manufacturer of paris green, the 
combined producers do not expect any 
trouble from them. In this market 
the bulk of the sales of arsenic is made 
through one house, which we under- 
stand is the American representative 
of the combination. 

The season of greatest demand for 
arsenic is about over, as the Paris 
green manufacturers who are the ehief 
consumers, Will not be likely to require 
any stock in addition to that already 
contracted for, unless an unexpected 
contingency should arise, in the shape 
of an extraordinary demand for green. 
Hence a further advance in the price 





of arsenic, this season, is improbable, 
the producers having no desire, we are 
informed, to take undue advantage of 
their position.

AN ACTIVE TRADE IN PARIS 
GREEN. 
From present indication the eon- 


sumption of that merciless enemy of 
the potato bug—Paris green—will be 
larger this season than it has ever been 
before. The convincing statisties pub- 
lished by a prominent firm of Paris 
green makers, showing the importance 
of the potato as a profitable crop, has 
no doubt had much to do with the in- 
creased use of the insecticide, but 
there is another and probably more 
potent factor in the case. Last year 
the crops of potatoes all over the coun- 
try were small, principally because of 
unfavorable weather. This year the 
farmers will endeavor to make up their 
losses by increasing the acreage of their 
potato fields, and consequently will 
require large quantities of Paris green 
to protect them fromthe ravages of the 
Colorado beetle. 

The Paris green season began earlier 
than usual this year and from the 
start the demand has steadily increased. 
At present manufacturers are taxed te 
the full limits of their capacity to keep 
up with the requirements of consump- 
tion, and the dealers who have 
not already sent in their orders 
will be apt to be disappointed in ob- 
taining adequate supplies if they con- 
tinue to procrastinate. The prospects 
at present point to high prices for 
green during the coming season. ‘True 
to their promise, the manufacturers on 
April 1 fixed their price at a figure 
lower than that ruling at the corre- 
sponding date last year, but by so 
doing they were compelled to sell at a 
most of the chemicals from 
which the green is made had appre- 
ciated in value to figures which annihi- 
lated profits on the insecticide. Conse 
quently a short time after the season 
opened an advance of one cent per 
pound was-announced. This, however, 
left little or no margin for the manu- 
facturers, and accordingly they sent 
out a circular last week apprising their 
eustomers and the trade generally of 
another advance of one cent per pound, 

There is no danger that the manu- 
facturers of Paris green will take ad- 
vantage of the controlling power they 
have, by virtue of the close agreement 
between them, to unwarrantably ad- 
vance prices. ‘Their course since their 
agreement Was formulated is sufficient 
evidence on that point; but the diffi- 
eulty experienced in the production 
and handling of the green,its dangerous 
character, and the uncertainty regard- 
ing the extent of its consumption, even 
under the most favorable condition, 
are elements which they must take 
into consideration when making quo- 
tations, and which will no doubt influ- 
ence them in fixing prices during the 
height of the season. Therefore, it is 
to the interest of buyers to ascertain 
their requirements and provide for 
them at the earliest convenient date to 
get the advantage of the lowest price.

GUM ARABIC AND SENEGAL PROS. 

PECTS. 

Recent reliable advices from Europe 
tend to confirm the accuracy of the 
statements made in these columns in 
our issue of April 4. A recent. traveler, 
who went to Egypt in the interest of 
the gum trade, penetrated into the in- 
terior almost to the frontier of the 
Soudan. He found no supply of gum 
arabic anywhere; the stock which had 
accumulated during the Soudanese war 
having been partly eaten by the natives, 
the balance being destroyed by rain 
and fires. The gum had been allowed 
to die on the trees, no effort having 
been made to gather it during the five 
years since the Soudan was closed to 
outside communication. He reports 
that the trees are in a very bad condi- 
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tion owing to the neglect they have 
suffered, and it would take a long 
time to get them in shape again so 
that they would produce gum. If 
there were any gum in the interior it 
could not be brought to market, as it 
impossible for caravans 
presumably on ac- 
count of the attitude of the tribes oc- 


would be 
to go after it, 


cupying the intermediate territory. 


According to the statements of this 
traveler, the arrivals of all kinds of 
Egyptian gum in the course of the 


present year can not possibly amount 
to more than a few packages, and 
others are inclined to the opinion that 
several years must pass before any 
gum arabic will again make its appear- 
ance in the European markets. The 
effect of this information has been to 
give fresh impetus to the upward 
movement in prices here. However, 
the supply of gum arabic in all mar- 
kets is so small now that it has almost 
ceased to bea regular article of com- 
merce. 

There is little doubt that arabic 
would have long ago commanded ex- 
treme prices but for the fact that other 
gums, which, when that was plentiful, 
had a comparatively limited sale, have 
now almost completely superseded it in 
most industrial processes requiring 
that kind of gum. Among these sub- 
stitutes, as it is well known, gum sene- 
gal is the most important, and since 
it has become certain that no addi- 
tion to the stock of arabic can 
be expected for an indefinite period, 
more attention has been paid to the 
present position and future prospects 
of the Senegal gum. So far the ad- 
vices received from Bordeaux have not 
been at all favorable to buyers of that 
gum. Last year the erop of bas de 
fleuve, which is the most productive 
variety of Senegal guin, was compara- 
tively small and this year there is 
every probability that a much lighter 
crop will be gathered. Recent advices 
are to the effect that last January 
heavy rains in Senegambia, from 
whence the gum comes, and the subse- 
quent heat ruined the chances for 
gathering the gum. So far, report 
says, very little guin has come forward 
from the interior, and that little has 
been sold at ‘‘fabulous prices.” Alto- 
gether the crop of bas de fleuve is not 
expected to exceed 8,000 to 10,000 bags, 
against 16,000 bags last year. A nor- 
mal crop is about 22,000 bags. 

Within the past few weeks there has 
been a large demand for Senegal gum 
in this market, which has materially 
reduced the stock here and concen- 
trated it in a few hands. This, to- 
gether with the unfavorable’ crop re- 
ports has strengthened the tone of the 
market considerably. Already there 
has been an advance of three to five 
cents per pound on the stock in the 
hands of local dealers, and if the re- 
ports from Bordeaux are fully con- 
firmed, and they are generally consid- 
ered reliable, much higher prices are 
expected before next year’s crop be- 
gins to play a part in the calculations 
of dealers.

LARD OIL AND SUBSTITUTES, 

The discussion of this subject in pre- 
vious issues of the REPORTER has pro- 
voked comment from a correspondent 
who is identified with the oil trade. 
He says that woolen manufacturers 
will not bear us out in the published 
statements; that he is acquainted with 
many who are very much opposed to 
the use of mineral wool oils, and that 
some law suits have resulted from dam- 
age to goods through their use. 

It will be remembered that we 
quoted Mr. Edward Atkinson, who is 
an acknowledged authority upon the 
subject, having been superintendent 
of a woolen mill and as president of the 
Manufacturers’ Mutual Insurance Co., 
has directed special attention to the 
spontaneous combustion of oils. He is 
not alone in the opinion that mineral

is no lack of evidence to substantiate 
our statements, and the two previous 
articles published in the REPORTER 
are generally commended for the 
truthful presentation of a subject 
which is forcing itself upon consumers. 

Lard oil is only one of the oils 
of animal and _ vegetable origin 
which are being displaced. Olive 
oil is likewise declining in popularity 
because of cheaper and better substi- 
tutes. Were it not for the fact that 
foremen of worsted spinning mills are 
generally from the old world and retain 
ancient and non-progressive ideas ab- 
out manufacturing, olive oil would not 
have such a hold on that department of 































































trade as it has to-day; 


have persistently refused to try any 
other, notwithstanding the 
ern views of their employers. 
But they are not aware that olive 
oil is compounded with mineral oil and 
sold to them as the pure article. The 
perpetrators of the fraud no doubt con- 
sider themselves benefactors in pre- 
venting fires by rendering spontaneous 
combustion improbable by the admix- 
ture, and the fact that consumers have 
failed to discover any change in their 
purchases, is an indication that mineral 
oil gives satisfactory results. 

Spontaneous combustion is a terror 
to mill owners and insurance compa- 
they are protected from this 
danger by the use of mineral oils 
and are not slow in recognizing 
their merits. There has been some dis- 
pute about the stainless qualities of 
the different oils owing to the use of 
inferior grades, but it is conceded that 
mineral oil leaves a better finish on the 
goods. We had the privilege last week 
of looking over several letters from 
consumers concerning the use of min- 
eral wool oil, and as they answer our 
correspondent better than any other 
evidence which could be produced, we 
quote below a few lines from each: A 
manufacturer of ladies’ dress goods, in 
North Berwick, Me., says: 

“Our experience with it demonstrates the 
the fact that it works better on the cards, 
makes better yarn and less waste than the 
best red or lard oils. We have yet found no 
trace of acid suflicient to attack the card- 
clothing, and it is a corrective of electricity. 
In every sense and in all departments of the 
mill it has thus far worked better than any oil 
we ever used.”

We might add many more similar tes- 
timonials, but the question is disposed 
of in the foregoing letters which are 
fair samples of the recommendations in 
favor of mineral oil for such purposes. 
We are informed on good authority 
that fully 35 per cent. of the woolen 
mills use the mineral product; that 
shoddy manufacturers use it exclu- 
sively, and that not five per cent. of 
the ‘knit mills” in New York State 
use lard oil. If there has been dissat- 
isfaction from the use of mineral oil it 
is either because an inferior grade 
was supplied, or that the foreign 
matter and impurities in the soap and 
water employed in the mills, were 
overlooked in the investigation after 
the cause of the trouble. Consumers 
have been known to complain of the 
oil when other materials used in con- 
junction were at fault. It is some- 
times the case that manufacturers who 
have always used lard oil, when finally 
persuaded to try good mineral oil, sue- 
ceed so well with it, that they are 
easily persuaded to try a still cheaper 
mineral oil, rashly assuming that if 
they can scour one mineral oil, they 
“an scour any mineral oil. Then when 
they have bad luck with their goods 
they lay it to mineral oils as a class, 
and go back to their lard oil, hot soap 
and strong alkalies, satisfied to spoil 
good wool by making it into 
harsh, cheap feeling goods. However, 
mineral oils cannot take the place of 
fatty oils in all eases, and there is a 
certain channel in which lard oils will 
continue to be distributed until the 
processes of inanufacture are again 
changed to admit of the use of sub- 
stitutes. 

In speaking of compounds, Mr, 
Atkinson says that all mixed oils which 
are sold under fancy names of necessity 
consist of some kind of compounds of 
one or more animal or vegetable oils or 
greases with alight mineral oil. Tallow 
is much used in such mixtures. You 
an make pure lard oil safe as to spon- 
taneous combustion by mixing over 35 
per cent, of mineral oil with it, but if 
it is adulterated with some other oils 
it may take 75 per cent.

LOGWOOD AND THE EXTRACTS, 


Some of the large manufacturers of 
logwood extract want it distinctly un- 
derstood that their business is not con- 
trolled by a combination or agreement 
of any sort. This explanation is made 
to correct an erroneous impression 
which has been prevalent for several 
months, owing to a inutual understand- 
ing existing between five manufactur- 
ing eoncerns in this and other cities, 
They have a meeting every two weeks 
to discuss trade matters and fix prices 
on extracts, but are not bound by any 
written agreement. At the inception 
of the movement to regulate values, a 
trust was suggested, but the idea was 
abandoned on account of the opposi- 
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tion of a large manufacturer, and with- 
out any formal organization or written 
obligations, the extract makers have 
continued to confer with each other. 
There are four houses outside of the 
mutual benefit circle, and they have 
transacted business to suit themselves 
regardless of an established schedule of 
quotations, but without causing a radi- 
eal change in the market. In fact, 
competition has been confined within 
very narrow limits lately by the high 
prices paid for logwood. It has been 
alleged that a member of the so-called 
“combine” was found guilty of shading 
values on his extracts, but the charge 
is emphatically denied, and the claim 
made that a harmonious feeling 
prevails. An understanding formerly 
existed on logwood to prevent an ap- 
preciation of values and bidding 
against each other, but we believe that 
all raw material operations are now 1- 
dependent of the body of manufac- 
turers, and controlled entirely by the 
law of supply and demand, 

The extreme prices asked for log- 
wood are to be attributed to three 
causes. Speculation in coffee probably 
had more influence in directing the 
course of the market than anything 
else; planters in Hayti neglected log- 
wood and concentrated all their 
efforts on the coffee supply to meet the 
unusual demand and to realize the 
fabulous prices paid. The wood has 
also been rendered scarce by the fact 
that the source of supply is extended 
into the interior, where the means of 
transportation are very primitive and 
require considerable time to reach the 
coast. Another important factor has 
been the heavy movement to the con- 
tinent, principally to France, where 
higher prices were paid than could be 
realized for American shipments, hence 


supplies were attracted abroad. The 


first and third causes have disappeare 
ed, and there is in consequence an eX+ 
pectation of easier figures. This feel- 
ing was rather pronounced last week, 
and extract makers are manifesting no 
desire to stock up until the market is 
lower and resting on a settled basis, 
which they believe is only a question 
of time. The scarcity is not seriously 
felt, as the stock of extracts in first 
hands is ample to supply all wants for 
some months, according to the present 
condition of trade. There is certainly 
no inclination to pay $40 per ton for 
Gonaives, St. Mare or Port De Paix, 
whieh represent the three principal 
grades used in the American markets, 
Only last week a cargo of Gonaives 
wood for August arrival was offered 
here at the figure named and de- 
clined by parties who were satisfied 
that a bid of $88 would be accepted; 
they were not disposed to offer the 
latter amount, being firm believers in 


a lower market;but certain other parties 


have since bought various lots to ar- 
rive, aggregating 3,000 tons of the three 
different grades, at a decline to $88@37 
respectively. These transactions in- 
clude all the wood to arrive here up to 
September, and it seems to be the gen- 
eral feeling that easier prices Will pre- 
vail after that date. Jamaica chip 
wood is not considered in these re- 
marks, as it is not an important factor 
in the market. 

The consumption of logwood ex- 
tracts is rapidly on the increase; the 
duty of ten per cent. prevents the 
profitable importation of the cheaper 
grades, and domestic makers have no 
competition from abroad except in the 
finer extracts. It is still claimed that 
sole unscrupulous middlemen impose 
on consumers by representing Ameri- 
“an brands as French, and realizing 
more money for the extract on that ac- 
count; we are informed that this prac- 
tice is growing and that considerable 
business is transacted in the counter- 
feit article. Consumers should be en- 
lightened upon this point so that they 
can protect themselves against the 
imposition, 
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THE OIL FIELDS IN APRIL. 


The operations in the oil fields of 
Pennsylvania and New York during 
the month of April, as summarized by 
the scouts, shows that the field situation 
1s even stronger than a monthago, and 
gives ample evidence of the continued 
successful operation of. the shut-down 


scheme. The number of new wells 
completed during the month was 


fifty, which is a decrease of eight as 
compared with the number completed 
in March. The most remarkable part 
of this showing, however, is the in- 
creased proportion of dry holes found, 
forty per cent. of the new wells having 
proved unproductive. Thisshows that 
the territory not under the control of 
the members of: the Producers’ Pro- 
tective Association is not of the most 
promising character, and goes far to 
grove that the wildcatting induced by 
the higher prices has not been alto- 
gether profitable. The production of 
the thirty new producing wells aggre- 
gates 522 barrels, or less than seventeen 
and one-half barrels per well. For 
boring these fifty wells the owners are 
rewarded with an average production 
of less than ten and one-half barrels 
per well, which, at eighty-five cents 
per barrel, would make the income 
about $8.90 per well. This is certainly 
not a very tempting exhibit to would- 
be wildeatters. The decrease in new 
production is 3,231 barrels, while the 
average production of the March wells 
was something over one hundred bar- 
rels per well. This may be accepted as 
confirming the assertion that the best 
territory is under the control of the 
P. P. A. The number of new rigs up 
and building at the close of April was 
twenty-seven, as against thirty-four at 
the close of March—a decrease of seven. 
The number of new drilling wells at 
the same dates was fifty-eight and 
sixty respectively—a decrease of two 
This nakes a total of nine in the de- 
crease of new ventures. The largest 
number of new wells were completed 
in the Venango and Clarion and the 
Washington fields, and to the Wash- 
ington field is credited 280 barrels of 
the total of 522 barrels of new produe- 
tion. In the Bradford field but one 
well was completed and that proved to 
be a dry hole. The Allegany field also 
had but one well to add to the list, 
which adds ten barrels to the produc- 
tion. The Washington field takes the 
lead in the number of new ventures, 
that field being credited with eleven 
new rigs building and thirty-three wells 
drilling, three of which are expected to 
reach the producing sand this week. 
The exhibit, as shown by the above 
eomparisons, is the most bullish in its 
nature of any yet developed by the 
monthly field reports since the shut- 
down went into effect, and no doubt 
will confirm the P. P. A. in its deter- 
mination to continue the work it seeks 
to accomplish. The effect of this 
showing of diminished work in the 
producing fields has not been apparent 
in the speculative markets, and for the 
most part the regular operators on the 
exchanges profess to ignore the plain 
story it tells, but its effect will be felt 
sooner or later as it will, without doubt, 
exert a reassuring effect on all who 
have an interest in enhancing the price 
of the crude product. The bear ope- 
rators point to the decrease in deliver- 
ies and the larger runs during April 
as a complete offset to the bullish field 
report; and to the fact that the specu- 
lative market is far more sensitive to 
bearish than bullish features may be 
attributed the failure of the market to 
promptly respond to the influence that 
the April field report would ordinarily 
be expected to exert. A strong combi- 
nation of bull operators, backed as 
they would be by the strong field situ- 
ation, would have little difficulty in 
forcing an advance, but there appears 
to be a lack of confidence, and a large 
bear contingent which fattens on the 
arryin g rates,

NEW FORM OF COMPETITION. 

Prompt delivery of goods is receiving 
more attention in the drug trade, and 
another feature of competition has been 
added to the jobbing line by a new de- 
parture which has been inaugurated 
by a city firm. Buyers in Harlem, 
Brooklyn and vicinity, as well as those 
at a greater distance, have complained 
the delay in their 
goods, and jobbin¥ houses have found 
to keep their places of 
business open long after the regular

it necessary 
time for closing, in order to accommo- 
date the local express men and truck 
drivers, some of whom have their 
schedule time for delivering goods and 
others have not. In a busy season the 
delay occasioned by the indifference of 
the men upon whom depends the 
means of transportation, is very ex- 
asperating, and one of the firms de- 
cided upon a change by having their 
own teams perform all the work in this 
department. Last week, the house 
started in with six trucks and several 
covered wagons, which necessitated the 
lease of stableroom and the employ- 
ment of a gang of drivers with porters 
to assist. The delivery service during 
the past few days has been more satis- 
factory in consequence, and instead of 
piling up goods to await the conveni- 
ence of the independent expressmen, 
they are sent off when ready. The im- 
provement in the means of transporta- 
tion is found to be more expensive, but 
it adds to the volume of business by 
satisfying buyers and the house ex- 
pects to make ends meet by attracting 
patronage. The cost of cartage isa 
large item against the profits, but as 
unanimous action in the restoration of 
charges is one of the impossibilities, it 
will doubtless continue a prominent 
feature of competition and be enlarged 
upon instead of restricted, as in the case 
cited. 
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COMMISSION MEN AROUSED. 


Commission merchants are righteous- 
ly indignant over a bill which has been 
introduced into the State Assembly, 
but it is such a ridiculous measure that 
its final adoption is very improbable. 
The title of the proposed act reads, to 
“compel all persons selling goods on 
conunission to make returns and fur- 
nish statements of goods sold.” This 
obligation looks innocent enough but 
further reading brings out the objec- 
tionable nature of the reports called 
for. It provides that every commission 
merchant shall render a statement in 
writing to the consignor, showing what 
part of the consignment has been sold, 
the person or persons to whom sold, 
and the price received therefor, Addi- 
tional statements are to be made upon 
receipt of the goods, and every thirty 
days. Disclosing the names of buyers 
is the worst feature of the bill, and if 
passed in its present shape, there 
would be no necessity for middle men. 
Shippers could transact di- 
rect after becoming acquainted with 
the buyers of their goods and thereby 
steal the fruits of labor of the commis- 
sion merchants. The latter are very 
much incensed over the attempt to 
ruin their business, and Albany will 
doubtless receive some strong protests 
during the next few days. 

It seems that legislation at the State 
Capitol is directed solely in the inter- 
est of the granger element. The 
“striking” saloon keepers and political 
mountebanks who make up the legis- 
lative body are unacquainted with 
commercial subjects except when there 
is a chance to blackmail, and while not 
engaged in hatching mischief, their 
time is occupied in satisfying the ‘‘hon- 
est” farmer who wants the whole earth, 
The bill referred to was introduced for 
their benefit to compel the butter and 
cheese dealers to render accounts, but 
through the stupidity or ignorance of 
the framers, the provisions were not 
confined to one trade, and all merchants 
who sell on commission have to suffer

alike. The measure was introduced by 
Mr. Coons, referred to the Judiciary 
Committee, then reported to the House 
and committed to the Committee of 
the Whole, where it is now pending. 
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THE FUTURE OF OLEO OIL. 


It is not generally known that the 
artificial butter industry is one of the 
largest if not the most important man- 
ufacturing interest of the Netherlands 
and that the production in Holland 
last year was the largest on record. 
The consumption has advanced at a 
remarkable rate notwithstanding the 
legislation intended to 
suppress the trade. It is claimed that 
the new law in Germany had an oppo- 
site effect and that the business has 
been extended instead of restricted. A 
similar result is looked for in England, 
as the restrictions do not prevent the 
consumption of butterine in its true 
form. The masses want a _ cheap, 
wholesome substitute for dairy butter 
and they have it in the artificial article. 

Here is an expanding outlet for oleo 
oil and were it not for the liberal sup- 
plies of European oil, the shippers of 
the United States would be taxed to 
their utmost in filling orders. Holland 
churners are said to use equal quanti- 
ties of American and European though 
the preference is for the former. The 
local market has been passing through 
a season of depression and stocks are 
accumulating, but the time will come 
when the present surplus will be re- 
quired to fill consumptive wants; val- 
ues are expected to reach a higher 
point in the near future but present 
indications are not very encouraging 
for an early improvement. Shippers 
are abiding their time.

Ata recent drug sale in London there came 
up for disposal a number of packages of hemi- 
desmus, or Indian sarsaparilla root,which com- 
prised the first consignment of the drug re- 
ceived there after a rather unusual interval of 
thirteen years. 

John F. Van Nort, a prominent and wealthy 
resident of Newburg, N. Y., died last week of 
apoplexy and paralysis. He was formerly a 
prominent merchant in Newburg and subse- 
quently adruggist at the corner of Bleecker 
and Christopher streets, New York. 

An extraordinary story of wholesale poison- 
ing comes from Rio Janeiro. No fewer than 
3,000 Indians in one part of Brazil, and 800 in 
another are said to have been poisoned by 
means of strychnine and chloride of mercury 
administered by “persons employed by the 
authorities.” 

Dr. W. P Buel, who died in Brooklyn on 
Saturday, was one of the oldest members of the 
medical profession in New York. He was 
graduated from Yale in the class of 1826, and 
began practice in New York city in 1830, Dur- 
ing the cholera epidemic in 1849 he was in 
charge of two hospitals. 

The phosphate commission, composed of the 
commissioner of agriculture, Col. A. P. Butler, 
Mr. E. L. Roche, phosphate inspector, and 
Messrs. B. F. Crayton, John Lawton and J. 8.

According to the Lancet the Russian Gov- 
ernment is making preparations for the culti- 
vation of cinchona upon an immense scale in 
the vicinity of Tiflis. The enterprise is said to 
have the double object of establishing a new 
industry and of providing an economical sup- 
ply of cinchona alkaloids for the use of the 
Russian army, especially that part of it sta- 
tioned in the Caucasian and Central Asian 
provinces, where malarial fever is common, 

Mr. Joseph Heineman, of the firm of Isaacs 
& Heineman, sponge importers, left for Europe 
on the 5th inst, for a business trip, to be gone 
about three months, It is the intention of Mr, 
Heineman to visit all countries from which 
sponges can be obtained, and he expects to 
finish up in Greece. The firm has secured the 
basements of all the stores from their present 
building to Fulton street, and after Mr. Heine- 
man’s return the trade may expect a fine line 
of goods,

mills, dye houses and many other similar in- 
dustries where acids or alkalies are used. The 
composition is a chemical combination to eq- 
ualize the gravity of the different metals used 
therein. It is well known that if copper, tin 
and a large percentage of lead are mechanic- 
ally melted and mixed, that the lead (the most 
useful metal in this case) will separate from 
the copper and tin in cooling and settle in the 
bottom of a crucible. By the chemical treat- 
ment the separation is overcome and they pro- 
duce a uniform alloy containing at least 25 per 
cent of lead or it can be increased to 30 or 40 
per cent if desired. This insures an acid proof 
as well asa strong metal, which will not con- 
stantly get out of order. The advantage is in 
the large quantity of lead, it being the only 
metal next to platinum that has any resisting 
qualities to such diluted acids as are in gen- 
eral use in the above named branches of busi- 
ness. Such fittings when first exposed will 
show a slight action at first, but in afew hours 
will present an indestructible surface, 
































Sixteen leading druggists of Davenport, Ta., 
made a public announcement Sunday morning 
that they will not sell or dispense any alcoholic 
or intoxicating liquor for any purpose what- 
ever. They take this step because of the 
troubles and trials which must arise in their 
business if they sell spirituous liquors, alcohol 
included, Under the new pharmacy law, the 
State Pharmaceutical Association, which 
meets this week, is likely to take action 
in the same direction, 

It is said that 2 per cent. by weight of finely 
pounded bottle glass placed at the bottom of 
the crucible in which red brass is being melted 
for casting gives great hardness, and at the 
same time ductility to the metal.

Exporters who do business in England are

turer from his trade with the United Kingdom. 
French and German commercial bodies have 


memorialized their respective governments to 
take measures for counteracting what they 


designate as a British attempt at destroying 


the Continental export trade.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 





A strong flow of natural gus has been struck 
near Mattoon, IL. 

The New Albany,Ind., Natural Gas Company 
has located its third well. 

The Econoaites are about to sink three wells 
for gas on their lands in Beaver County, Pa. 

Sheridan, Ind., is growing beyond the sup- 
plying powers of its well, and will put down 
another. 

The gas well at Royerton, five miles north of 
Muncie, Ind., is claimed to be one of the finest 
wells in the state. 

The Gas Trustees of Findlay report that 
they are furnishing gas for 5,339 stoves and 
supplying 8,199 lights. 

The People’s Light and Heat Company,which 
furnishes Washington, with natural gas, is ar- 
ranging to put down three new wells, owing 
to diminished supply. 

The Philadelphia Natural Gas Company, of 
Pittsburg, is to put in meters to measure the 
quantity of natural gas used. It proposes to 
change by the 1,000 feet. 

The test well near Findley’s Lake, Chautau- 
qua county, N. Y., has stopped the drill at a 
depth of 1,600 feet. It is probable that the 
stockholders will order the drill to go deeper. 

The evidence for the plaintiff in the suit of 
Logan, Emery & Weaver against the Pennsyl- 
vania RR.,showing the amounts of oil shipped 
and freight paid between December 1, 1881,and 
January 1, 1887, In that time the plaintiff paid 
$200,165 40 on shipments aggregating 511,026 
barrels of crude, and $108,657 25 on 264,360 bar- 
rels of retined, making a total of $303,822 65. 
These figures were read by the witness from 
a memorandum taken from the firm’s books. 

The Engineering and Mining Journal says 
that compressed oil gas is only applicable to 
certain uses, as in lighting railway cars, buoys, 
ete., but it is peculiarly adapted for these pur- 
poses, Compression to thirty atmospheres is 
announced to have been successfully prac- 
ticed. In mines that do not produce explosive 
gases, this gas might be used to light the work- 
ing places, especially where the nature of the 
root calls for good illumination. 

A fire broke out in the main building of the 
barrel and case manufactory of Lambard, 
Ayres & Co. on Shooter’s island, in Newark 
Bay, Monday night, and several hundred bar- 
rels and cases were destoyed, together with 
valuable machinery. Lambard, Ayers & Co. 
estimate their loss at over $200,000. The loss 
of the Seaboard Lumbér Company is thought 
to be fully $100,000, Lambard, Ayers & Co. 
were partially insured. The fire still lit up the 
surrounding shores at midnight, and as later 
the wharves took fire, the loss will probably 
reach $500,000, 

The forest tires which have been raging in Mc 
Kean county were extinguished after a four 
days’ hard fight. The damage is not nearly as 
great as at first reported. The oil companies 
had about 300 men at work and but for their 
exertion, coupled with a system of block-firing 
four miles back at the starting point, the fires 
would have swept things to the center of the 
field and included in its course the villages of 
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West Kane and Jo Jo. The Clinton Oil Com- 
pany lost three rigs and three 250-barrel tanks, 
with 300 barrels of oil; Treat & Mallory, two 
rigs and two 250-barrel tanks, partly full of 
oil; Boston Oil Company, two rigs and four 
250-barrel tanks. There were other losses, but 
they were slight. 

The drill of the oil producer has developed 
anew phenomenon in Ohio. A well in Wood 
county, owned by the Palmer Oil Company, 
has been drilled into the Trenton rock and is 
reported to be flowing 500 barrels a day of a 
substance that is neither oil nor water. It is 
called “riley oil” on accunt of its peculiar col- 
or, it having the general appearance of what 
in a boarding house is termed “muddy coffee. 
It will burn slowly, but there is not enough of 
the inflammable quality about it to warrant 
the Buckeye Pipe Line in accepting it as fuel 
oil, and the consequence is that there is no use 
for the stuff. A great hole has been dug in the 
ground and the unclassified product is con- 
ducted into it and burned. 

In the hearing before Commissioner Broad- 
hurst in the suit of Logan, Emery & Weaver 
against the Pennsylvania railroad, H. Y. Ar- 
nold, the firm's superintendant, testified that 
the firm did not receive any rebates from the 
railroad in 1883, but that it did during the suc- 
ceeding four years. He said that the firm on 
September 20, 1883, received a sum of money 
from the railroad company, but declared that 
it was not in the nature of a rebate, but a 
“refunder” for overcharges. He could recall 
no dates upon which bills had been sent to the 
railroad company to have rebates deducted 
from them. An unusual feature of the hear- 
ing was the attempt of J. Ross Thompson, one 
ot the railroad attorneys, to examine Mr. Ar- 
nold as to the contents of certain bills that he 
held in his hands, without permitting the wit- 
ness tu see them. The hearing was concluded, 
although all the testimony in the case had not 
been received, as the rule had expired. Appli- 
cation will be made for a rule to continue the 
case. 


The great scheme that was to build a mam- 
moth pipe line from the Lima oil fields to To- 
ledo, where immense “distilleries” were to be 
erected, and which had millions of dollars of 
capital behind it, has again been heard from, 
but this time the picture is not quite so glow- 
ing. A late issue of the Toledo Bee concludes 
that the “oil pipe line has burst before it was 
down.” The Bee says: “The proposed oil pipe 
line to this city, of which so much has been 
heard and written, has received a set back, in- 
asmuch as some of the outside capitalists have 
withdrawn and refuse to go further. A gen- 
tleman prominently connected with the move- 
ment from its inception said tothe Bee last 
evening that matters were now at a standstill. 
‘No, it is not the fault of the producers,’ he 
said, ‘but the outside moneyed men refuse to 
goon with the refineries, and the producers 
claim this should be first looked to, and then it 
would be time to build the line. On the other 
hand, the opposition say the line should be 
built first and the refineries would follow. 
There is a hitch, and some are afraid the pro- 
ject will not go further at the present.’ ”

The Kainit Controversy. 
New York, May 5, 1888. 
Editor OIL, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

I have read “Subscriber's” letter in your 
issue of April 25th, and I fail to find therein 
any attack upon the honor of either Mr. R. §S, 
Carr or the kainit syndicate, therefore the 
literary production, of questionable elegance, 
of Mr. C. H. Tiers, in your this week’s issue, 
strikes me as being in very bad form, and en- 
tirely uncalled for. 

This subject has been freely discussed in the 
trade, and it seems to be the general opinion 
that if any merchant or broker has been guilty 
during the season just passed, or at any time, 
of selling kainit without fulfilling his con- 
tracts, it was the duty of Mr. Carr, in justice to 
himself, and for the protection of the trade at 
large, to publish the name or names of such 
tirm or firms. . 

“Subscriber” simply expressed incredulous- 
ness as to anyone having really done what Mr. 
Carr asserts in his circular, namely, “sold kai- 
nit without delivering it,” thus causing the 
short supply of the past season. “Subscriber” 
in his communication furthermore questions 
the propriety of Mr. Carr’s intimating that 
such a course had actually been pursued by 
some parties (consequently several firms) in 
this country, and delaying the issue of the cir- 
cular containing such an intimation, to the 
very last day before his departure, thus pre- 
venting an investigation prior to his sailing. 
In jumps this “self-appointed champion” of 
Mr. Carr, and, with the evident desire of pleas- 
ing either the syndicate or Mr. Carr, or possi- 
bly succumbing to the irresistible longing to 
air his classical education (7), he perverts the 
statements made by “Subscriber,” and abuses 
him fér defending American commercial in- 
tegrity, which had just been assailed in Mr. 
Carr’s circular, by implication. 

He jumps at the conclusion that “Sub- 
scriber” must be a “sorehead,” that is, some 
one who had unsuccessfully treated with Mr. 
Carr for an agency; consequently he must also 
be a “commercial tramp.” What refined logic, 
and how complimentary to every firm or indi- 
vidual in the trade who received no appoint- 











ment! If every firm who last year was able 
to buy and pay for kainit by the cargo, is 
liable to fall under his unique classification of 
“commercial tramp,” to what commercial cat- 
egory, then, does Mr. C. H. T. claim to belong? 
He went to Hamburg last year, and also very 
assiduously cultivated the companionship of 
our last foreign visitor (Mr. Carr) during the 
best part of his stay here, and was very glad 
indeed to receive from this foreign gentle- 
man an agency (and not so very lucrative a 
one at that); nevertheless he casts a slur upon 
“Subscriber” for his possibly foreign extrac- 
tion, and immediately thereafter enthuses and 
strains his eloquence for the unnecessary and 
probably undesired defence of his foreign 
master, whose honor he highly lauds and 
defends, although such honor had not 
been assailed. These protestations seem 
to me so palpably unreal, that in the in- 
terest of fair play and particularly as a 
rebuke for his aspersions upon the true 
Americanism of foreign born citizens, I feel 
called upon to show up the hollowness of 
these wordy, gaseous effusions of Mr. C. H. T. 
in favor of Mr. Carr. I need only publish one 
of Mr. Tier’s own contracts for kainit, the sale 
being made while he was still entertaining Mr.

The case was argued 
in open court April lM4th, and on the 18th the 
court unanimously refused the injunction 
asked for by the Prince Manufacturing Com- 
pany, and sustained the right of the new com- 
pany to the use of the trade mark.

The advance in price which was confidently 
expected to from the chief features of this 
week’s market in linseed oil has not occurred, 
although it is understood here that early in 
the week one of the leading city concerns noti- 
tied Western customers that the price for 
round lots had risen to 55 cents per gallon. 
Such action, if taken, was a trifle premature, 
although, of course, perfectly justifiable so far 
asthe particular brand in question was con- 
cerned. At the same time, it is supposed that 
a general, although tacit, agreement had been 
reached among Western mills, to the effect 
that the advance, when made, should be made 
“all along the line” simultaneously. Such a 
movement is not likely to be delayed longer 
than the return to the city of one of the direc- 
tors of the National Linseed Oil Company, 
whose absence during the past week has in- 
duced a hesitancy on the part of that organi- 
zation to take immediate action. The upward 
movement will probably be authoritatively 














announced before the lapse of many days. 
That there is ample justification for it is shown 
by the fact that avery considerable propor- 
tion (variously estimated from 30 to 50 per 
cent.) of the Western mills have shut down. 
Their reasons for suspension of operations 
have not been published, but there is a preva- 
lent and deep seated impression that it is due 
to lack of seed. The first of May, by the way, 
has come and gone, and the colossal receipts 
of half a million bushels of seed, with which 
the “shorts” proposed to snow under the 
“longs,” has dwindled to proportions utterly 
insignificant. So far as the output of the idle 
presses is controlled by organization, the dis- 
position of the stock has already passed out of 
the manufacturers’ control. I hear it said that 
the product of the closed independent mills is 
Nikely to be held foran advance. It is abso- 
lutely impossible to obtain any data on which 
4o hazard even an approximate guess as to the 
‘amount ef stocks at present being carried in 
the West; and the reasons for crushers’ reti- 
ence (or ignorance) are so palpable as hardly 
to call for indication. 

The volume of business for the week has, in 
the aggregate, been about the same as the 
transactions of last week, although it is re- 
ported that a few present buyers have taken 
advantage of the delay in advancing quota- 
tions to place orders for round lots. When 
the rise becomes an actual reality, rather 
than a dreaded contingency, we shall probably 
see a vast influx of orders—partly trom those 
who have always been skeptical as to the fut- 
ure of oil, and partly from dealers whose small 
capital forbade their carrying large stocks in 
a season whose exceptional backwardness has 
reduced the consumptive inquiry to a mini- 
mum. If one may judge from the statements 
of brokers, inquiry from the East has exhibit- 
ed no phenomenal activity during the past six 
days. Local crushers say that its increase or 
decadence is to them a matter of compara- 
tive, if not supreme indifference. Apropos of 
the commercial relations between the Eastern 
aud Western markets, it may not be out of 
place to remark that it has been semi-oflicially 
promulgated that at least one of the producers 
on the border-land bas temporarily ‘“with- 
drawn from the [local] market.” Paradoxical 
as it may appear, thisstatement does not seem 
to have affected the Chicago market one iota. 
The ripple which it has created has been one 
of amusement rather than excitement, and 
one hears it surmised that such a total aban- 
donment of time-honored precedent can have 
its origin only in a lack of the oii necessary to 
the pursuance of a custom already honored 
by many years observance. 

In cake the situation remains substantially 
the same as a week ago. At present sales are 
moderate, as regards both number and amount. 
The shutting down of a number of mills has, 
of course, curtailed the output, and it is 
thought that crushers will experience no dif- 
ficulty in disposing of their entire product at 
remunerative prices before the close of the 
season, 

FLAXSEED. 


The close of the first four months of the cal- 
endar year suggests a comparison of receipt 


* and shipments during that period and the cor- 


responding months of 1887. The comparison is 
of especial interest just now, as having a bear- 
ing upon the probable showing of the yield of 
seed during the current crop year. The fol- 
lowing is the table (as prepared by the inspect- 
or of flaxseed) :—

So far as the foregoing table relates to April, 
1888, it should be borne in mind that the wonted 
discreponcy between the figures of the in- 
spector and the Secretary of the Board of 
Trade still exists, the apparent inconsistency 
being susceptible of explanation by the fact 
that the two statements are prepared from 
distinct (though not necessarily conflicting) 
sources of information. From the report of 
the latter, it appears that the total receipts 
for April have aggregated 174,553 bushels, 
while the month’s shipments have amounted 
67,753 bushels. 


For the week just closed the receipts have 
been light—40,904 bushels, as against 48,611 
bushels last week and 33,007 during the same 
week of 1887. They have, however, exceeded 
the shipments by 39,076 bushels, the latter (for 
the past week) having aggregated 1,828 bushels, 
having been 6,710 less than for the week end- 
ing April 27, and 17,150 less than during the 
same week of last year. As has been already 
intimated, the prophecies of those who pro- 
fessed to believe in enormous receipts, pre- 
sumably to be tendered on May contracts, 
have failed of realization. Nobody now places 
any reliance upon the oft-repeated conjectures 
that the quantity of seed yet held “back” 
amounts to enough to cut any serious figure 
in the solution of the present problem. West- 
ern mills are in want of seed and if oil goes 
high enough, and Calcutta seed doesn’t go too 


high, there may be “Calcutta cake” handled by 


Chicago brokers before the end of June. Those 
who contemplate such acontingency as among 
the possibilities of the future are pleased to 
know that the latest authentic statement of 
the amount of India flaxseed on passage to 
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Great Britain fixes the number of bushels at 
1,792,000 , as against 1,528,000 one year ago. 


But 98 cars were inspected in, 73 of which 
were graded as No.1. Offerings were accord- 
ingly limited. On Monday local crushers were 
ready buyers, and the market was very firm at 
$145, for the very few cars of No. 1 offered. 
On Tuesday the same state of affairs existed, 
but on Wednesday the market showed signs of 
heaviness and on Friday was actually dull, 


some offerings being carried over for lack of | 


buyers. To-day was uneventful, quotations 
closing at $145. Reported sales for the week 
foot up 46 cars. While May delivery has man- 
ifested no special strength, it has exhibited no 
noteworthy weakness, although the tendency 
of prices has been downward. Opening at 
$1 45 on Monday, it closed to-day at $141, the 
week’s business (so far as appeared from 
transactions on the floor of ’Change) footing 
up 12,000 bushels. The feeling during the 
week may be said to have been a trifle unset- 
tled, but the break which had been prognosti- 
cated did not occur. 


Year delivery has been inactive and weak, 
both offerings and bids apparently being ten- 
tative rather than actual. The former have 
ranged from $1 134@1 15—the outside being the 
figures named by sellers on Monday, while the 
latter have been between $110 and $1 12%, a 
difference of 2@24%c. between sellers and buy- 
ers having been pretty well maintained. 

One of the noticeable features of the mar- 
ket has been the percentage (21%) of seed ar- 
riving classed as “rejected,” owing to light 
weight. Most of this has been taken by local 
crushers, who in some instances have exacted 
concessions from sellers. Of shipping inquiry 
there has been little or none, and the course of 
events the coming week is regarded with but a 
languid interest. 


LARD OIL. 


If the sagacity of the average presser is not 
proverbial it ought to be. The maintenance 
of prices in view of a decline in demand isa 
problem well worthy the exercise of the keen- 
est business intellects, and yet this is precisely 
what refiners of lard are doing to-day in the 
case of lard oil. Nothing would avail to re- 
place the output and prices of lard oil on their 
former firm footing except a competition, 
which might prove pre-eminently ruinous to 
the parties undertaking it. Pressers are loth to 
admit that the situation is “not normal,” and 
probably it is. Sofaras prices of the higher 
grades are concerned, the situation presents no 
new features for the week, and this fact of it- 
self justifies the reiterated statement that there 
is “absolutely no change.” Of course, the season 
is approaching when the inquiry for lard oil 
naturally falls off; yet it may be questioned 
whether buyers have ever been able to obtain 
as large concessions—on inferior grades, of 
course—as are obtainable now. 


PALNTS. 


Business has been rather better in paints 
during the past week than for several weeks 
past, although it is not by any means up to the 
wishes of jobbers. The events of the week 
have been the advance of one cent in paris 
green and the drop of ‘4c in white lead. The 
two events, however, antagonistic as they are 
in character, have elicited comments yet more 
widely divergent in their nature. The reasons 
for the former seem to be understood and 
recognized by the trade who on a rising mar- 
ket and in advance of consumptive inquiry, 
are buying with unwonted freedom. In other 
words the demand for paris green in the West- 
ern market may be fairly said to be almost 
without precedent. As regards white lead, 
however, one hears next to nothing and wit- 
nesses Only ominous head-shakings. The ap- 
parent inditference of the French syndicate in 
regard to tin must, it is said, exercise a retlex 
over pig lead, and if corroders can buy cheaply 
of course they are naturally willing to give 
their customers the benefit of a drop in raw 
material. This is one, and by all means the 
most charitable, view of the situation. On the 
other hand it is said that the spirit of business 
rivalry bas degenerated into personal rancor 
and that in this fact is to be found the 
true key to the present situation. Whatever 
may be the explanation, however, the local 
jobbing trade hears of the decline with a sort 
of sardonic smile—since corroders have under- 
taken to stock consumers from the bids them- 
selves, the chief aim of jobbers has been to 
sell as little white lead as possible. The com- 
mon sentiment of the Western trade is de- 
cidedly in favor of some sort of combination 
among manufacturs which will steady the 
market. To the average jobber of white lead 
the word “trust” has lost its terrors in view of 
his longing for some sort of stability. 


DRUGS, 


While business is fairly active, it is impossi- 
| ble to predicate any marked appreciation of 
business. Quinine remains just as it was— 
| weak and quiet—and opium seems to be rap- 
| idly approaching the same plane. Whether 
justified or not, Western jobbers seem to be 
disposed to distrust commercial reports, 
whether the same comes from New York or 
(indirectly by cable) from Smyrna.

The Late D. C. Robbins. 


The minute adopted by the drug trade on 
| the death of Mr. D. C. Robbins was engrossed 
on parchment by Tiffany and sent to the be- 
reaved family on Friday in the form of an 
album covered with sealskin leather and fin- 
ished inside with moire silk. It is elegant in 
its simplicity. The minute is signed by Mr. 
M. Olcott, the chairman, and Mr. J. M. 
Peters, the secretary, and is introduced by the 
following lines: 

“At a meeting of the wholesale drug trade 
of the city of New York held on Wednesday 
April 18, 1888, the following minute, commem- 
orative of the life and character of Daniel C. 
Robbins, was unanimously adopted.” 

At the 120th annual meeting of the New 
York Chamber of Commerce, last Friday, the 
order of business was suspended upon motion 
of Mr. Isaac Phillips, who referred to the 
death of Mr. Robbins and introduced the fol- 
lowing resolutions, which were adopted: 

The sudden death of Mr. Daniel C. Robbins, 
in the city of Brooklyn, on Sunday, the Lith of 
April last, has caused a feeling of profound 
sorrow to this Chamber, of which he had long 
been one of the most active and influential 
members, 

Resolved, That the Chamber recognizes its 
obligations to Mr. Robbins for the service 
rendered as a member of its Special Committee 
on Reform of Custom House Methods; his ser- 
vice in connection with the repeal by Con- 
gress, in 1874, of the Moiety Law; tor the 
elaborate reports on the subject of Bank- 
ruptey, and for his untiring etforts to secure 
the passage by Congress of a National Bank- 
rupt Law that would be equitable alike to 
creditor and debtor, 

Resolved, That the Chamber enter on its 
records its appreciation of these services, and 
its regard for his high character as a mer- 
chant, and as an upright and public spirited 
citizen. 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions, 
duly authenticated by the seal of the Chamber 
and the signatures of the officers, be trans- 
mitted to the family of the deceased, with an 
expression of the Chamber’s sympathy with 
them in their great bereavement. 

Mr. Jackson 8. Schultz, who was one of the 
pallbearers, spoke as follows: 

“It is not often that a merchant actively en- 
gaged in the duties and responsibilities of his 
particular vocation, finds leisure and oppor- 
tunity to meet the social and political claims 
made upon him; but with our late associate 
and friend, Daniel C. Robbins, the neglect of 
any duty was a remissness which he did not 
tolerate or excuse, In the midst of the most 
pressing home duties he would, at the call of 
this Chamber,start for Albany or Washington, 
to appear before committees having charge of 
legislation atfecting the interests of com- 
merce. The earnest and intelligent presenta- 
tion of his views seldom failed to accomplish 
their purpose. The subject of bankruptcies 
and laws for the collection of debts largely 
occupied his attention. Perhaps no laymen in 
this country understood this subject more 
fully than Mr. Robbins. His reports and essays 
on these topics have received the approbation 
of all intelligent merchants. The Custom 
House service, including regulations issued 
from time to time by the secretaries, received 
his most careful consideration, and the aid 
given by him to committees in Congress on 
these subjects has ever been influential, if not 
controlling. He spoke authoritatively on the 
abolition of the Moiety system, and no manen- 
joyed greater satisfaction when the complete 
abolition of these laws was consummated. On 
the whole,this Chamber has had no member who 
more promptly and unselfishly responded to 
its calls than Daniel C. Robbins. But, aside 
from these public considerations, many of us 
have reason to appreciate the genial and thor-

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The Trade in Window Glass. 


The volume of business done by the man- 
ufacturer and jobber of window glass, from 
January 1 to May 1, showed no falling off from 
the corresponding months of 1s87, says a Pitts- 
burg paper. The trade is quieter at the pres- 
ent time than at this season of last year. But 
so great was the activity during the winter 
months that the aggregate for the season holds 
up fully to the last. The passage of the Mills 
tariff bill will have the effect of reducing wages 
on skilled labor from 35 to 40 per cent. 

The material that enters into the window 
glass product is now as low as it can be laid 
down with any profit. There have been no 
fancy prices for many a day on the material, 
which is produced by unskilled labor and ma- 
echinery. The large number of window glass 
manufactories which have sprung up in the 
| last two or three years in the newly developed 
natural gas fields of Ohio, has had the effect of 
hinging sharp competition and close margins 
fo the Pittsburg manufacturer. Window 
glass factories seem to be springing up at 
almost every cross roads, and there is no long- 
er any margin left for reduction of prices, 
if skilled labor continues to demmand present 
prices.

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The Improved Quality of American

$120 to $135 per picul; but these estimates 
should be received with caution, as it appears 
that the cultivation and collection of the arti- 
cle is receiving attention at present in many 
different parts of Java. The standard by 
which the quality of cubeb berries is judged 
varies so much in different countries that it is 
rather difficult for the merchant to satisfy all 
requirements in this respect. In Germany 
the Pharmacopeeia requirements, which may 
in this case be usefully supplemented by 
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a reference to the description of true cubebs 
given in Fluckiger’s Pharmacognosia, are still 
looked upon as the standard, but in other 
countries the erroneous view has been adopted 
that all cubebs which when ground and treated 
with sulphuric acid do not at once yield a pur- 
ple red color are spurious. The outward ap- 
pearance and other characteristics of samples 
are made subject to this prejudice, which est* 
mates the value of cubebs merely by the per- 
centage of cubebin they contain, and takes no 
account of the essential oil and the cubebic 
acid yielded by the berries. And yet some par- 
cels of cubebs, small, shrivelled fruit, but 
slightly resembling the official article and said 
to be the product of cultivated cubeb plants, 
have obtained, because of their high percent- 
age of extract, higher values than the usual 
commercial article. 

Gum Arabic—All genuine Soudan gum may 
be said to have been cleared at the principal 
centers of the gum trade. At the beginning 
of 1887 it seemed asif commercial relations 
with Khartoum would again be established, 
but this appearance proved an illusory one. A 
few serons of Turkey sorts which were still 
obtainable sold at £15 per ewt.;and picked lots, 
for which as much as £30 was paid in England, 
are quite out of stock. As a substitute for 
these Soudan gums, Senegal, and still more 
Gehzirah, gums have had to be resorted to, 
and of these varieties no less than 10,249 serons 
were brought to Trieste last year, finding a 
rapid sale. At present white Gezirah gum 
has also grown very scarce, and it becomes 
more and more difficult to procure acacia gum 
suitable for medicinal purposes. For techni- 
cal uses the easily soluble gums brought into 
commerce from Mecca, El Wish, Madras, Bom- 
bay, Amrad, &c., have supplied the demand at 
full prices, but the Australian acacia, which is 
difficult to dissolve, is rather declining in 
value. Unfortunately, the prospects of fresh 
supplies from the Soudan, instead of im- 
proving, are getting worse and worse, and the 
political troubles appear to be spreading far- 
ther north. And as the prospective supply of 
Gehzirah gum, which is generally exported via 
Kassala over Massowah, is far from encourag- 
ing, pharmacists will finally be forced to em- 
ploy Senegal gums. 

Herba Santa—It is well known that the herb 
of Eriodictyon glutinosum has long been used 
as a balsamic and expectorant under this 
name. It is claimed that it is able to success- 
fully disguise the bitter taste of quinine, and 
to the latter circumstance, which is not gener- 
ally known, the renewed attention with which 
the herb meets must be ascribed. It has not 
yet been possible to obtain further details con- 
cerning the East India asclepiadea Gymnema 
sylvestre, the leaves of which are said to 
obliterate the taste of sweet and bitter. 

Kola nuts are arriving at Hamburg and Lon- 
don from the West Coast of Africa in some- 
what larger quantities, and the article com- 
mences more and moreto attract attention, 
because of its richness in theo-bromine as well 
asin caffeine. The difliculty still is to ship the 
nuts so as to keep them during transit, as it is 
found impossible to properly dry them at the 
point of production. 

Lycopodium has been held at high prices in 
Russia, and it was difficult to obtain some re- 
duction of the quotations. It appears that the 
collectors had become aware of the smallness 
of the stock left over from the previous crop, 
and increased their demands proportionately, 
but the holding off of buyersand the decline 
in the exchange ultimately caused some re- 
duction. At present, stocks in Russia are said 
to be unimportant. 

Matico leaves have become exceedingly 
scarce, and nothing is yet known of fresh ship- 
ments. A few small lots which have recently 
been sent to Hamburg proved to be sfrongly 
mixed with spurious leaves, probably belong- 
ing to an allied species. 

Musk.—During the autumn the moderate 
quotations gave place to a steady advance, 
which brought up the price for first pile Ton- 
quin musk from 75s to 120s per oz. The exports 
from Shanghai were: First quarter 1887, 674 
caddies; second quarter, 595 caddies; third 
quarter, 173 caddies; fourth quarter, 902 cad- 
dies; a total of 2,344 caddies, against 2,279 in 
1886. Asarule the exports are smallest in the 
third quarter, but last year they were excep- 
tionally so, and the advance in the quotations 
is therefore not surprising. At present the 
London price has again receded to 93s per oz. 
for first pile; but advices from China report a 
precisely contrary state of things, for the 
price has risen from 180 taels in fine to 240 taels, 
and it iseven said that 255 taels has recently 
been paid. It is very probable that the high 
cost price of the parcels now afloat may cause 
a further rise, for in China the demand con- 
tinues without interruption. Yunan musk is 
also very dear, and cabardine musk only ar- 
rives from Russia in such small quantities that 
scarcely any of it is obtainable at present. 

Olive Oil.—So far as eating oils are concerned 
the expectations that were formed of the crop 
have not entirely been realized. The fruits 
have partly (in the southern provinces of 
Italy, for instance) suffered from worms, while 
in other places the olives which remain longest 
on the trees, and yield the finest oils, have 
been damaged by frost and snow, thus reduc- 
ing the yield of superfine qualities in Tuscany 
and the Riviera. Common and manufactur- 
ing oils are still cheap in Italy and the Levant; 
Spain alone asks high’ prices, being scarcely 
able to supply its own requirements, In Italy 





many voices are being heard on the subject of 
the adulteration of oil of olives with seed oil, 
and, more recently, with refined cottonseel 
oil. The bottle Lucca oils, so popular in Eng- 
land, are said to frequently consist of nothing 
but cottonseed oil. From Nice it is also re- 
ported that this oil, bleached and rendered 
tasteless, is simply adulterated with 20 to 30 
per cent. of olive oil tasting of the fruit, and 
brought into commerce as “Huile a manger.” 
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The Cod Banks of the Pacifie. 


Codfishing is now the greatest industry in 
the shape of deep sea fishing ever carried on 
by man. It is comparatively modern, and 
dates from the time of the discovery of Amer- 
ica by Columbus, though some say that Breton 
and Basque fishermen had before that time 
made voyages to the banks of Newfoundland. 
As far as is known, there are only two great 
series of cod banks in the world—those of the 
Atlantic and those of the Pacific. The former, 
though by much the smaller, employ a great 
army of men belonging to many nations, The 
right of fishing on these banks has been es- 
teemed as much as that of the acquisition of 
so much territory, and they take a conspic- 
uous place in many treaties between the great 
nations of the world. The Atlantic fisheries 
are said to employ 250,000 men, the result of 
whose industry is an annual catch valued at 
one hundred millions of dollars. The total 
area of Atlantic fisheries does not ex- 
ceed 70,000 square miles. Those of the Pa- 
cific, as far as known, have an area of 680,000 
square miles, or nearly ten times those of the 
Atlantic. If, therefore, the fisheries of the 
Pacific were as industriously worked as are 
those of the Atlantic, an immense army of 
two and a half millions of men would be em- 
ployed while the result of their labors would be 
equal in value to a thousand million dollars 
yearly. No matter what may happen, the 
codfishing never can fail for as many as nine 
million eggs have been found in the roe of a 
single cod and the abuandance of the fishing 
never fails. On the coast, the growth and de- 
velopment of the trade is shown in the follow- 
ing:

It will be seen from the above table that the 
number of vessels engaged was the smallest 
since 1881. The catch, too, was smaller than in 
any recent year since 1878, save to, 1881. The 
firms engaged inthe business conclude that 
they have caught enough for the market. 
They could have done better had it been nec- 
essary, but the demand has gradually fallen 
off, making a smaller stock desirable.

The discovery of the codfishing banks of 
the Pacific was a pure accident. The Timan- 
dra, in 1863, was becalmed in the sea of 
Okhotsk, when returning from a trading voy- 
age to the Amoor river. Here her sailors fished 
for pastime but the result was a catch of 30 tons 
of cod; then the business was inaugurated. 
This led to the fitting out of seven vessels in 
1865, which returned with 700 tons of fish. 
From this time on, till 1870, there was a steady 
increase in the catch and inthe number of 
vessels. In that year, twenty-one vessels were 
employed and 1,850 tons were caught. This 
was too much for the market, the result being 
that next year both the number of Vessels and 
the catch fell off nearly one-half. The year 
following, in 1872, it was worse, for only five 
vessels went out, while the catch did not ex- 
ceed 470 tons. Next year there was a revival, 
but 1874 was almost as bad as 1872. Now, how- 
ever, there was an increase again, and year 
after year matters improved, till 1879 saw thir- 
teen vessels out and the catch 2,3 tons, This 
was the largest yet. Again, however, there 
was a falling off, till 1884, when seven vessels 
caught 1,500 tons. The next two years wit- 
nessed a rapid revival, and in 1883 sixteen ves- 
sels were employed, while the catch was 2,700 
tons, or 1,720,000 cod. In 1884 seventeen vessels 
made a smaller catch. Since then the catch 
declined until last year only eight vessels were 
out and it was less than in 1878 Of the total 
catch, over one-half was made at the Chou- 
magin Islands, where the water is shallower 
than in the Okhotsk sea, not exceeding forty 
fathoms, and being as low as twenty fathoms. 
The Okhotsk produces the next largest quan- 
tity and Behring’s Sea least of all, because it is 
not as accessible as the others. Of course the 
business is yet in its infancy, but we may ex- 
pect a great development of it in years to 
come, 








Alcohol Unfit for Con- 


sumption. 

The author of an article upon this subject 
contends that the official method of rendering 
alcohol unfit for consumption is inefficient, 
because on distillation, with a slight excess of 
sulphuric acid, the methyl alcohol first comes 
over, then follows spirit having a pleasant 
odor, while it is only in the last portion of the 
distillate that the objectionable smell of the 
substances contained in crude wood spirit and 
of pyridine appear. He further holds that the 
addition of 0°5 per cent of petroleum spirit of 
b. p. 100° to 200° as previously recommended 
by him, is the best means of preparing an al- 
cohol unfit for consumption. Spirit thus 
treated poscsses a slight smell of petroleum 
spirit, but this in no way deteriorates its value 
for clear ng purposes, burning, &c. It burns 
without smoke, whilst the presence of the pe- 
troleum is at once detected by the turbidity 
produced on the addition of a few drops of 
water. The petroleum cannot be completely 
precipitated by water, nor can it be separated 
by fractional distillation even after the addi- 
tion of water.

Natural Gas for Locomotives. 


Perhaps the most daring improvement now 
being attempted, says the Kansas City 
Times, is the utilizing of natural gas as fuel for 
engines and to furnish light and heat for cars. 
Several master mechanics in the country hold 
that this product can be confined and used at 
will, and the master mechanic of the Fort 
Wayne, Cincinnati and Louisville road has 
demonstrated his belief so plainly that the 
officials of that line have placed at his com- 
mand all the money, men and materia] neces- 
sary to athorough test. The route of that 
road is through the heart of the immense gas 
regions of Indiana, many of the wells being of 
great pressure and flowing from 3,000,000 to 
12,000,000 cubie feet every twenty-four hours. 
Several weeks agothe master mechanic and 
superintendent had constructed a wrought 
iron cylinder eighteen feet long and two feet 
in diameter, with heavy ends screwed in. The 
cylinder was subjected to the most critical and 
scientific tests, and was provided with gauges 
to register the pressure. It was placed on 
board a car and transported to Montpelier, 
Ind., where there are located two strong gas 
wells. The cylinder was attached to one of 
them, which had a rock pressure of 450 pounds 
to the square inch. When the gas was turned 
onthe gauge showed that it was full in less 
than one minute, 

The tank was then loaded on the cars and 
taken to the shops at Fort Wayne. Here it was 
attached to the usual natural gas burning ap- 
paratus with a “regulator” that controlled the 
enormous pressure of the gas so that it flowed 
out ina steady, regular current of one anda 
half ounces to the square inch, the pressure at 
which natural gai is burned. The gauge 
showed that the gas had lost but little of its 
pressure, and it supplied light in the burners 
in the shops for several hours, besides heating 
one large stove and one forge. 

So much of asuccess was the first test that 
others have been made with larger cylinders, 
and the gas transported each time a distance 
of thirty-eight miles. The officials and ex- 
perts are so well satisfied with the experiment 
that orders have been issued to equip the road 
engines with tanks, and the workmen in the 
shops are now making the necessary changes. 
Large steel tanks or cylinders, somewhat after 
the pattern of the Standard Oil Company's 
cars, are being made, and these will be at- 
tached to the engine in the rear of the tender. 
They will have a capacity equal to as many 
thousand cubic feet of gas as will represent 
enough of coal to make a trip over the road, 
which is about 110 miles in length. The at- 
tachment to the fire box of the engine and 
the stoves in the cars will be by means ofa 
pipe leading from the tank, and will be regu- 
lated by a hand screw. 

The cost is exceedingly small,as an engine 
can be suppled for about 20 cents a day. 
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Ohio Geology. 


Mr. W.S. Watson, the contractor who has 
been drilling wells for the Cadiz Oil and Gas 
Company, has furnished the Cadiz Republican 
with an article on the geology of Harrison 
county. After treating on the coal measure 
he says: 

As with the coal measures an article like this, 
we can only speak of the economical value of 
the formations marking this series in relation 
to a section in Harrison county. 

To mention each particular strata according 
to its order and value by observations made 
under many different conditions, the geolo- 
gists of the State have found it necessary to 
compile volumes, yet the interesting work of 
connecting and placing each in its geological 
importance is but fairly begun. 

The Waverly ,is estimated to occupy 7,000 
square miles of the State. It embraces the Lo- 
gan series, Cuyahoga shale, Berea shale, Berea 
grit,and Bedford shale. The Logan series 
consist mostly of sandstone, commonly known 
to the driller as salt sands, as they generally 
contain salt water, and sometimes oil and gas, 
but like the conglomerates of the coal meas- 
ures it is not expected thata field of import- 
ance will be found in them. Some of the shal- 
low oil production of the State has been de- 
rived from these sands, At Cadiz we passed 





through this sand rock at about 1,000 feet. It 
was found to vary in thickness at the different 
locations, also in solidity and compactness,— 
being interwoven with mud veins that always 
interfere with the process of drilling. 
be seen by the nature of the formations gone

We next reach the Cuyahoga and Berea 


shale, with a combined thickness of 350 feet.

under it. The shales being impervious to 
water, they hermetically seal anything from

The Berea 
shale lying next to the sand rock is seldom 


more than thirty feet thick, of a black color, 


and is said to be very fossiliferous in character. 


The Berea sand stone is one of the best 
known formations of the State. There can be 


no doubt as to its value as a source of oil and 


ras supply in eastern Ohio. Its outcrop from 


near Cleveland, passes west and south through 
Cuyahoga, Loraine, Erie, Huron, Richland, 
Crawford, Morrow, Delaware, Franklin, Pick-

In the test wells at Cadiz, this sand was found 
to be as persistent as elsewhere, and from fifty 


to sixty feet thick. That oil and gas is every- 


where present in this sand rock is not true, as 
is evident from the number of dry holes drilled 
within the limits described, but that certain 


existing conditions have accumulated deposits 


of oiland gas over this wide territory is cer- 
tain. j 

The question then is resolvable to the one 
point—what are the conditions necessary to 
accumulate oil and gas? Some conditions in 
which it would not be found, can be readily 
answered. Certainly it would not be where 
the rock is fully occupied by salt water; 
neither would it be where the sandstone is so 
hard and close grained as not to admit of any- 
thing passing through it, or becoming a reser- 
voir for oil and gas. For instance, the Cadiz 
Oil and Gas Company's well, on the Boggs 
farm. In this well all the conditions seem 
favorable excepting the latter. The rock was 
hard and close, admitting only a small volume 
6f gas, but when the aperture was closed, the 
pressure ran up in a few hours to nearly 200 
pounds to the square inch, indicating a great 
well, providing the rock was porous enough to 
admit it. 

That order of arrangements and structure 
have everything to do with the concentration 
of oil and gas at any particular place, is be- 
lieved by the intelligent oil producer and the 
practical geologists who have given oil and gas 
geology attention. But it is not expected that 
all who might be interested in explorations of 
this character would readily take hold of such 
an uncertainty as the best geological theory 
could present. Experience is the best incen- 
tive to good geological reasoning; and if the 
experience has been long enough sinking test 
wells for oil and gas, the invester will be found 
grasping the slenderest thread of a geological 
theory that would go to make up the elements 
of a proper source, reservoir, cover, and struc- 
ture of his territory. 

The shaies beneath the Berea sand, at this 
point, are from 2,000 to 2,500 feet thick, the en- 
tire formation being petroliferous in nature. 
N. W. Lord of the Ohio survey, has produced 
two-tenths of one per cent. of the petro- 
eum from drillings taken fromawell. The 
origin of this petroleum in the shale was de- 
rived from vegetable and animal substances 
that were deposited in or with the shale 
during its formation, and can be produced 
from them by destructive distillation. The 
theory of oil and gas as we find it, is the result 
of the primary decomposition of this organic 
matter into oil and gas, or its allied products. 
The porous sand rock so imbeded making a 
reservoir in which it is retained. 

As to the Ohio shales being a great source of 
oil and gas, there can be no question. A great 
deal has been said about the propriety of 
spending money in drilling below the Berea 
sand in these shales. Some claiming it is use- 
less, as no sand rocks are known to exist in 
them as reservoirs. Others value its merits, 
claiming great possibilities from this horizon 
asa source of supply in Eastern Ohio. Some 
facts in relation to what has been pro- 
duced trom this level can be stated, and 
the reader can judge what merit their 
claims have. The shales themselves are 
found to contain gas in the northeastern 
part of the State. Any one conversant with 
the facts knows that from Cleveland to the 
Pennsylvania line, there is not a township but

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Oleomargarine in Europe. 
REPORT OF CONSUL ECKSTEIN, 

It is reported to me that the trade in this ar- 
ticle has resulted very satisfactory during the 
year 1887. The imports of it, especially from 
the United States, have been much larger than 
in former years, as will be shown hereinafter. 
It is also stated in print: 

That all measures devised and taken in cer- 


tain quarters to suppress the article or rather 
cle, reports to me as follows: 


The imports of European margarine into 
Holland in 1887 were also very large, and that 
it is safe to assume that they amounted in the 
aggregate to nearly, if not fully, an equal 
quantity imported during the same period 
from the United States. He made to me the 
further interesting statement: 

That the manufacturers of artificial butter 
in Holland neverin any one year turned out 
so large a product as in 1887; that it is esti- 
mated to have amounted in value to about 
75,000,000 of florins, and that the artificial but- 
ter making industry is now, so far as value of 
product is concerned, one of the largest if not 
the most important manufacturing interest of 
the Netherlands. 

THE LARD TRADE. 

The imports of and trade in American bacon 
and Jard in Holland, which up to four to five 
years ago were of rather considerable import- 
ance, have since from year to year so greatly 
declined as to be now or for the year 1887 look- 
ed upon, I regret to say, as no longer deserving 
the notice of those engaged in wholesale oper- 
ations in those articles. For illustration I 
would mention that a few days ago I was told 
by a dealer in hog products of this city that he 
imported from the United States in 1880 nearly 
3,500 cases of bacon, only 900 cases in 1886, and 
in 1887 hardly 300 cases. There remain only 
such imports as from time to time take place 
in small lots by retailers. 

The chief if not the sole cause of this market 
being now almost closed against the American 
hog product, consists hereof that for a number 
of years last past the farmers of this country 
have gone and are from year to year more and 
more going into the pursuit of hog raising, 
which it is said they can now manage to make 
tolerably remunerative on account of the low 
prices ruling for rye and other swine fattening 
substances. 

This in turn has reduced prices for pork and 
hog products generally to such a degree as to 
almost entirely exclude for the present at least 
competition from the United States. From 
Holland there are now-a-days, as I am inform 
ed, regular and large shipments made of 
Slaughtered hogs and other hog products to 
aaenne and to Germany, or at least to Ham- 

ure. 


entirely annihilate its existence, have only 
served to make it better known, more popular, 
and to enlarge the consumption of the same. 
The law in Germany, relating to artificial but- 
ter, for instance, it is claimed has had no other 
effect than the extension of existing “butter 
factories,” and that others are about to be es- 
tablished in that country. It is probable, and 
to be wished, that the new law concerning but- 
terine in England, and which came into force 
on the Ist of January, 1888, will have a similar 
result, 

The quotations clearly show what isfelt or 
thought upon the subject of all laws anywhere 
and which are intended or calculated to curtail 
the production of a substitute for natural 
butter, and its sale and consumption by inter- 
ested partics in this country. The year’s (1887) 
trade began with very little stock on hand and 
a considerable demand, so that the first or 
earliest imports were eagerly looked for, still 
the holders of them on account of the then 
rather low ruling butter prices could not 
cealize above 65 to 67 florins per 100 kilograms, 
prime American brands. As somewhat later 
on imports increased and demands slack- 
ened, prices about the middle of February came 
down a few florins; but imports continuing to 
pour in so largely increased the stock as to 
cause prices In April to recede even to 52 and 
83 florins for prime goods. Afterwards changes 
in the prices occurred but unimportant until 
in June a quite noticeable improvement in the 
demand again brought them up to 59 and 60 
florins; but in August butter manufacturers 
and speculators making large purchases,opera- 
ations based upon the poor condition of the 
grass crop, prices advanced to as much as 70 
and 72 florins,even as high as 79 florins was 
paid for the mark “Harrison” in one instance. 
Thereupon followed a reaction, prices fell and 
closed in December at about 64 to 65 florins. I 
sce it remarked that full and satisfactory rea- 
sons for the rise and fall in prices for “oil” can 
in most cases not be stated, as that is influ- 
enced by too many factors,

at present manifest very little interest. Dur- 
ing the week there have been sales of about 
S00 tons at 4 60@4 55c, the market closing with 


455c asked and 450c bid for May, June and | 


July. Messrs. Everett & Post, writing from 
Chicago on the 5th inst, say: “The week has 
been one of considerable excitement in the 
metal trade, Tin, the most speculative arti- 
cle, and one most easily cornered, suffered an 
unprecedented decline. But, although copper 
and lead have not yet sympathized, yet there 
is a feeling of uncertainty that prevents much 
trading, either consumptive or speculative. 
la the excitement the tariff agitation has 
been almost forgotten. One thing’ in 
favor of lead is, that the production 
shows no increase yet, and consumption should 
increase from now on, From some sections 
come rumors of a falling off in receipts of 
bullion, and that it is scarce, but somehow 
there seems to be sufficient to go around. At 
Chicago, transactions have been few and far 
between. Consumers are very conservative 
and decline to anticipate their requirements 
except at concessions, which none of the pro- 
ducers care to make at present. Prices rule 
from 4 40@4 We, according to brand and deliv- 
St. Louis values have ruled quiet at 440 
@4 35c, with transactions of 400 tons spot and 
future delivery. At the close to-day, prices 
may be quoted 4 3244@4 35c. London cavies re- 
port the lead market dull and irregular.Spanish 
£13 5s. The bullson tin have been paralyzed 
by the decline, and, as a consequence, lead has 
been neglected. 

The depression in the pig metal trade has 
been communicated to the white lead market. 
Western corroders first announced a decline 
of 4c and as they are carrying out an aggres- 
sive policy on the sea board, the Eastern cor- 
roders were compelled to meet them. We 
have not heard of any increase in the volume 
of business as the result of this decline. Buy- 
ers looking for further changes in their favor 
are indifferent and can only be induced to 
place their orders when specially advantageous 
terms are made by the sellers. The current 
quotation for most Eastern brands is 64¢c net 
less 244s for cash and extra for discounts of 2% 
on 5 ton purchases, and 4% on 10 tons, Rebates 
are allowed also to the largest buyers. 

A moderate jobbing business has been doing 
in American oxide of zinc, with no change in 
quotations reported, and no large parcels 
moving.

will be allowed. 
Miscellaneous. 

Sulphate of Barytes—There is not much do- 
ing in this article, and but little interest seems 
to be taken in the trading. There are several 
shipments on the way, considerable of which 
has been sold. Quotations continue to be as 
follows: $21 50 for special brands of imported, 
best No. 1 at $17 50@18 50, according to quan- 
tity, best off color grades at $15, No. 2 at $14 
and No. 3 at $12 50. 

Chalk—The market is practically in the same 
condition as reported for last week. So far as 
can be learned no new vessels have been taken 
up within the week. There has been an offer- 
ing of steamer chalk at $3 25 but the market 
cannot be said to have reached this high fig- 
ure. There has been no business doing and the 
nominal quotation of $3 contained in our last 
still holds good. 

China Clay—There has been a moderate de- 
mand for this season of the year and the stocks 
are sufficient to supply all demands, but the 
demand, (together with the well maintained 
high rates of freight) is ample to keep prices 
firm at old figures. American has sold fairly 
well at $11 50@12. 

Talc—This article must be reported as very 
dull, and the trading has been of the small re- 
tail order, with quotations at last week's 
figures. 

Terra Alba—There has been a fair inquiry 
for supplies of this article, for consumption, 
and prices are nominally maintained at 75c for 
French, which is selling mostly. Domestic 
grades are selling in a jobbing way at 70@75c 
for No. 1, and 45@50c for No. 2. 

Whiting is quoted firm, while supplies are 
reported as wanted but hard to obtain. Values 
eontinue to be quoted at 45@50c for commer- 
cial and 60@65c for gilders. 


Glues. 

There has been a moderate consumptive de- 
mand since we last wrote’ the chief movement 
being among the painters glues. Prices, on 
the whole, may be quoted as in buyers’ favor, 
the only quotable concession, however, being 
made upon large lots. There is a lessenning 
inquiry for foreign makes. 

Varnish Gums. 

The demand for Kauri gum is very fair and 
prices are steady. There is very little doing 
in manillas at the moment, but they are stead- 
ily held at the range of 10@12c as to quality. 
In other varnish gums trade is moderate and 
there are no features worthy of special men- 
tion. 


Class. 
WINDOW GLASS. 

We find nothing of a specially interesting 
character to report regarding the market for 
window glass. Both foreign and domestic are 
in fair request, and prices are maintained. 
The discounts on American are 75 and 5@75 
and 10 per cent. On French the discounts are 
70, 10 and 5 per cent to buyers of less than 25 
boxes, with an extra discount of 5 per cent on 
purchases of 25 to 200 boxes, and 10 per cent on 
more than 200 boxes, provided the purchases 
have been made during the calendar month. 
It is immaterial whether purchases are con- 
fined to one house or distributed among all the 
importers. 

PLATE GLASS. 

The trade in plate glass is satisfactery and 
dealers maintain firm prices.*° The discounts 
on both imported and domestic are 50 & 5@50 
& 15%, according to size. Reports from Pitts- 
burg are to the effect that the month of April 
showed a larger volume of business than the 
corresponding month of 1887, and this holds 
good of all the months of thisyear. A leading 
Pittsburg dealer in plate glass is reported as 
saying: “‘Wedo not loek for any great boom 
in eur line this year, ner do we have any par- 
ticular desire for it. But our industry isina 
healthy condition. The spring trade has been 
good, better than last season; there has been a 
brightening up of prospects in the last week 
or two, and the outlook is very satisfactory. 
We have no doubt now of beating the record 
of any former year in the history of our in- 
dustry in the volume of business in 1888.”

TUESDAY EVENING, May 8, 1888. 

The linseed oil market is on a firm basis at 
the previous quotation of 56c,so far as city 
oil is concerned, but an out-of-town brand is 
offering in a jobbing way at 53c, which is an 
easier tendency in that direction, as 53c was 
previously quoted exclusively for car lots. 
This fact has no particular significance, how- 
ever, outside of a desire to find buyers. It has 
no influence on the general market, which is 
well supported even by the feeling in the West, 
where higher prices are looked for, Natural 
circumstances seem to justify a firm market 
everywhere, and although the season is late 
the retarded movement will be fully made up 
at a later period. 

The cotton oil market has surprised holders 
of oil by not ascending the scale of valies dur- 
ing the week. It was expected that prices 
would sympathize to a certain extent with 
lard and that the dnusual activity of the buy- 
ing elements would cause an appreciation, but 
the position has not been altered since this 
time last week, although the feeling is appar- 
ently strong at the close, and there is a belief 
that buyers who postpone their wants may 
have to pay more money before our next is- 
sue. The miscellaneous buying has been quite 
active, especially since Friday, and various 
prices have been realized according to quality. 
Prime crude has been taken to the extent of 
650 bbls in lots at 37@37}¥¢c, and off color oil met 
with ready sale at 34@36c; a fair quality is of- 
fered at 37c. At the close holders were wait- 
ing for bids and not disposed to entertain any 
under 3734c for prime crude, which figure is 
said to have been offered for 100 bbls. Summer 
yellow oil has not received so much attention 
as crude; most of the business in yellow has 
been done at 424éc for prime which is still bid 
occasionally and 438c asked for round lots; off 
color has realized 40@40}4c with 41¢e as the in- 
side figure now for a fair quality. White 
summer commands 44c, with a recent sale of 
500 bbls at that. There is no scramble after 
supplies. Holders are willing sellers and there 
is no expectation of a scarcity. Receipts 
are light, as is usual at this season 
of the year; the arrivals during the past 
five days aggregate 3,500 bbls. part of which is 
forexport. There is no indication that sup- 
plies are concentrated, as the usual number of 
holders are in the market with their offerings. 
Our information from the New Orleans mark- 
et to-night, by wire, is to the effect that Crude 
is nominal at 32c, and summer yellow scarce at 
40c. Itissaid that no strictly prime crude is 
obtainable in New Orleans. 

Ceylon cocoanut oil has weakened again. It 
was thought that the bearish element had dis- 
appeared for a time at least, and holders were 
congratulating themselves on the better prices 
about to be realized. The Annie M. Smull, 
with 50 tons, arrived on Monday, and the N. 
Boynton on Saturday, but the two combined 
did not bring much more than the Stafford, 
the last vessel in previously. Sales in a small 
way trom vessel have been made at 5 30c, but 
arge lots can be had for 5 15@5 20c, it is claim- 
ed. The stock in storeis not large, and the 
prospects are good, as nothing more is ex- 
pected to arrive, excepting one small invoice, 
until the beginning of September. Cochin oil 
is nominal at 644c.

Olive oil finds a moderate outlet in a jobbing 
way. We have sales of 150 bbls Italian at 67% 
@68e: the jobbing price is 69c. Spanish oil is 
neglected and nominal in price at73@74c. The 
entire business in Gallipoli has been concen- 
trated on Gioja oils, which closed on April 16 
at £30@3010s per tun, f.0.b., according to 
quality. These low prices are due entirely to 
the accumulation of stocks, as the crop has 
not only been abundant but also unusually 
late, and itis only now that the new oils are 
clearing in quantity. A large business has 
however been done, and there are heavy en- 
gagements for England and elsewhere. The 
budding of the olives has commenced in the 
earlier districts, but it is yet too early to form 
a reliable opinion as to the prospects. The 
winter has been favorable, but there are com- 
plaints of drought in some places. 

Prime Lagos Palm oil finds an outlet ina 
jobbing way at 444c, at which figure we have 
sales of 20tons. Ten ton lots is about the size 
of average purchases, There has been a re- 
cent arrival of 100 tons. 





Animal and Fish Oils. 

Lard oil is appreciating in value in sympathy 
with the general lard market, and city pressers 
are quoting 64@65c. While receivers of some 
western brands are quoting a fraction above 
the inside figure, it is believed that 68%c will 
buy other makes, although present prices are 
not satisfactory to pressers. It was reported 
that 100 bbls of prime city oil changed hands 
on Monday at 62¢, but the statement could not 
be confirmed, and sellers of other brands 
could not understand how prime grades can 
be sold at that figure and leave a margin of 
profit. The subject of lard oil and substitutes 
is continued this week in our editorial col- 
umns. 

Elaine and saponified red oils have not un- 
dergone any changes, and there is no likeli- 
hood of a departure from present quotations 
at an early date, as they are based on the 
value of tallow and the latter article is ex- 
hibiting symptoms of the usual summer com- 
plaint without causing a decline in views of 
holders’ 

Crude sperm has sold to the extent of 100 
bbls for domestic use at 68c. Some holders 
are asking more but fhis figure will still buy. 
There is no new feature in whale oil. Stock 
of the latter at New Bedford is reported to be 
4,300 bbls. 

Whalebone is neglected in this market, but 
at New Bedford sales have been made of 8,000 
lbs Arctic bone at $245 per lb, and 1,700 lbs 
South Sea on private terms. The price named 
will still buy that grade. The stock is dis- 
tributed as follows:

The menhaden fish oil market is still devoid 
of life and without change. Pressers consider 
28¢ too high for crude, as their grades are sell- 
ing at prices relatively below that. There is a 
disposition to hold out until new oil is on the 
market. The agreement not to resume fishing 
until the specified time is being observed by 
the Northern factories. It is claimed that the 
consumption of menhaden oil in the mines is 
greatly restricted by the admixture or substi- 
tution of mineral oils, 


Mineral Oils. 

There is no perceptible change in prices or 
the movement of mineral lubricating oils. 
Paraffine oils continue scarce but steady in 
value. Black oils have more demand and the 
tendency is still easy for some brands. The 
discussion over mineral wool oils in the editor- 
ial columns during the past two weeks, has 
attracted considerable attention, and as some 
of our statements have been called into ques- 
tion, another batch of evidence is given to 
demonstrate that a permanent and rapid 
change is taking place in this channel of con- 
sumption. Only ten per cent of mineral oils 
was used in the woolen industry two years ago 
and this has been enlarged to 3 per 


cent, while some authorities state that the 
percentage of increase is greater, The min- 
eral products are not only supplanting lard

TUESDAY EVENING, May 8, 1888. 

The week under review was devoid of inter- 
esting features and dull to a degree almost 
unprecedented in the history of the Consoli- 
dated Exchange. The total sales during the 
six days do not exceed in amount an active 
day’s business. The cause of the dullness may 
be attributed in great part to the apathy of 
outside investors who have let oil severely 
alone. The strong position, as shown by de- 





creasing stocks, restricted production and un- | 


abated demand for export and home consump- 
tion,would naturally attract outside investors 
on the long side, but they have seen that all 
these influences are set at naught by the spec- 
ulative operators on the exchange whenever 
they found it desirable or profitable to do 80, 
and have consequently declined to risk invest- 
ments in an article kept under the control of 
speculators whose interest would prompt them 
to pluck the outsiders. This has been done in the 
past,and until they have evidence of the mar- 
ket responding to natural influences despite the 
operation of the inside manipulators they will 
probably be warned by past experiences and 
continue to steer clear of oil, notwithstanding 
the alluring exhibit of the statistical situa- 
tion. Reports were freely circulated last 
week to the effect that the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Producers’ Protective Associa- 
tion had succeeded in bringing several of the 
important outside producers into the fold, and 
further important restriction of operations 
was promised. On the heels of these reports 
came the news of several new wells reaching 
the sand witha production ranging from 10 
to180 bbis per hour. This has been used asa 
lever to depress prices, the market being still 
more susceptible to bear than bull influences. 
The monthly field report, which made a very 
bullish showing, had no appreciable effect on 
the market, and outside operators appear at a 
loss to understand the situation. It is there- 
fore not surprising that under these circum- 
stances they should decline to invest in an 
article whose price is not governed by the 
natural law of supply and demand, but which 
is depressed at the will of speculators, regard- 
less of the most bullish influences, The range 
of prices has been within narrow limits, and the 
trading bas been principally by the scalpers, 
who have had matters pretty much their own 
way. The transactions during the past week 
show a very large decrease from those of the 
previous week, the sales footing only 3,622,000 
bbls against 6,586,000 bbls for the preceding 
week, The clearances of the local exchange 
amounted to 12,872,000 bbls, against 24,884,000 
bbls during the preceding week. The total 
clearances reported for the other four ex- 
changes amounted to 26,362,000 bbblis against 
50,266,000 bpls for the preceding week. The 
highest price of the week was reached on 
Thursday when 8?¢c was touched, The lowest 
point of the week was 844¢c and was touched 
yesterday and to-day. The opening price last 
Wednesday was S6l¢c, and the close this even- 
ing was at 85'4c, showing a loss asa result of 
the week's trading of %c, while the extreme 
range of fluctuations for the week was 2¢c. 

In the Saxonburg district, Haymaker & Lig. 
getts’ No. 2 well, on the Crawford farm, hit the 
pay streak last week and began flowing by 
heads at a 150-bbl. rate. Further drilling later 
on caused an additional increase, when the 
production ran up toa rate that if continued 
throughout the 24 hours would be equivalent 
to 750 bbls a day. Crawford No. 1 made a very 
much bigger show when she hit the sand in 
March last. The new well has many of the 
physical defects of the old one, Root & 
Johnson's No. 1, on the Smalley farm, is 
through the sand and"dry. 

In the Kane field, John Armstrong's well, on 
lot 122, about 700 feet northwest of the Van- 
Scoy well is due to reach the VanScoy sand, 
which, it is thought, will be found at or about 
1,000 feet. Dr. VanScoy steadily refuses to 
state the exact depth at which oj] was found 
in his well, but he saws it was not the Dewdrop 
sand which was found at 800 feet. Accepting 
this as a statement of fact, an oil rock found 
at or near 1,000 feet, is near enough the Cherry 
Grove horizon to be the equivalent of the 
Cherry Grove or Balltown sand, called the sec- 
ond sand of the Cooper district where it was 
gaseous.

With respect to the 
latter description, Messrs. Mordaunt Brothers 
observe that—‘*As some misapprehension ex- 
ists, in consequence of a question lately asked 
in the House of Commons, it is as well to state 
that Russian oil is of a higher test than Amer- 
ican, and it necessarily follows must be a safer 
oil." Other mineral oils are without altera- 
tion.

The Quinine Situation. 


The following circular, which was issued re- 
cently by Messrs. Roessler & Hasslacher, and 
which to some extent may be taken as an 
answer to an editorial article in the REPORTER 
of April 25th, will be read with interest in view 
of the unsettled condition of the quinine mar- 
ket. 

“Quinine has declined within the last 
month 10 cents per ounce, our April list quot- 
ing 45 cents, where we are able to offer it to- 
day at 35 cents. With this considerable decline 
the trade is therefore in the favorable position 
to find quinine cheap at the very beginning of 
the season's increasing consumptive demand. 
The reason for the present decline is found in 
the increased bark shipments. But as the 
rapid decline has already brought us pretty 
near to a price for the barks that does not 
even cover actual expenses for bringing them 
to the European market in mercbantable con- 
dition, the trade can calculate that while wait- 
ing now may save a few cents, it is more than 
probable that by waiting too long it will find 
itself confronted with an advancing market. 
For jt must be considered that ag true as it is 
that there is anything but a decline in the 
world’s crop of Cinchona barks, and that the 
barks may be had in such abundance at Ceylon, 

Java or Bolivia as to make them worth nothing 
there, it is equally true that they are not for 
any length ‘of time avaijable to the Quinine 
factories of this country and Europe at prices 
that do pot fully cover the expenses foy gath- 


ering, drying, packing, shipping and negotiat- 
ing the sale of them. This fact was not con- 
sidered by those who last fall waited for 
‘twenty-five cents quinine,’ and if tho large 
speculative buyers have now made up their 
mind to go into quinine when the price of 30 
cents an ounce is reached, they may find them- 
selves left as badly as those who waited for the 
25 cents limit last year. 


“A few words also about the ‘decrease in the 
consumption of quinine’ on account of the 
increase of the numerous febrifuges, a reason 
advanced always when a bearish tendency is 
desired. How true this statement is you can 
best prove by your own books. Certainly the 
demand for the various febrifuges has largely 
increased with you, but has the demand for 
quinine decreased? Not with usand we are 
sure also not- with you. That the increased 
consumption of the new febrifuges does not 
lessen the demand for quinine, is that none of 
these are really a substitute of quinine. None 
of them is a tonic, nor has any of them heal- 
ing properties. They, one and all, can only 
effect a reduction of the temperature, and are 
of great value to the physician whenever he 
desires .» reduce a too high a temperature of 
his patient. To better explain this we quote 
the remarks with which we introduced Acot- 
anilid. On authority of a Berlin physician we 
then stated: 

“*The scientific theory of fevers goes to show 
that fever heat is in all cases a secondary ap- 
pearance, brought about in most, or perhaps, 
in all cases by germs; the struggle of the sys- 
tem against these intruders producing fever 
heat. In most cases it is of importance to 
destroy the primary cause of the fever, its 
germs, suppressing at the same time its sec- 
ondary effect, the fever heat, as for instance, 
with sulpnate of quinine ogainst malaria, which 
destroys the germs. But it very often hap- 
pens that the secondary effect, the fever heat 
as more dangerous to the body than its prim- 
ary cause. Either the primary couse is not 
dangerous at all if only the secondary effect, 
the fever heat, can be prevented, or the fever 
heat threatens to grow dangerous to the body 
before the primary cause, the germ, oan be 
destroyed. In both cases Dr. Seyferth'’s Acet- 
anilid is by far the most effective febrifuge 
that can be used.’ " 


Sulphur Mines in Sicily. 


REPORT OF PHILIP CARROLL, U. 8. CONSUL AT 
PALERMO. 


Sulphur, or brimstone, is a hard, brittle sub- 
stance of various colors, from brilliant yellow 
dark brown, without smell when cool, of a 
mild taste, and burns witha pale blue flame, 
emitting pungent and suffocating fumes, Its 
specific gravity is from 1°9 to 2°1. 

Sulphur exists more or less in all known 
countries, but the island of Sicily, it is 
thought, is the only place where it is produced 
on a large scale, and consequently that island 
appears tocommand the market. Small quan- 
tities have beon found in the north of Italy, 
the Grecian Archipelago, Russia, Austria, Po- 
land, Franoe, Spain, eastern shores of Egypt, 
Tunis, Iceland, Brazil, Central America, and 
the United States. Large quantities are said 
to exist in various countries of Asia, but it is 
unerstood to be impracticable to utilize the 
same, consequent upon the distance from any 
commercial port, and the absence of rail or 
other roads. 

Sulphur is of two kinds, one of which is of 
volcanic emanation, the other being closely 
allied to sedimentary rocks. The latter is 
found in Sicily, on the southern and central 
portions of the island. Mount Etna, situated 
in the east, seems to exert no influence in the 
formation of brimstone. There are various 
hypotheses relative to its natural formation. 
Dr. Philip Swarzenburg attributes it to the 
emanations of sulphur vapor expelled from 
metallic matter existing in the earth, conse- 
quent upon the fire in the latter, while Profes- 
sors Hoffman and Bischoff ascribe it to the de- 
composition of sulphureted hydrogen. Hoff- 
man believes the sulphureted hydrogen must 
have passed through the fissures of stratified 
rocks, but Bischoff is of opinion that the sul- 
phureted hydrogen must have been the result 
of the decomposition of sulphate of lime in 
the presence of organic matter. The theory 
of others is that sulphur owes its origin to the 
combination of lacustrine deposits with veget- 
able matter, and others again suppose that it 
is due to the action of the sea upon animal re- 
mains. The huge banks of rock salt often met 
with in the vicinity of sulphur mines,and which 
in some places stretch for a distance of several 
miles seem to indicate that the sea has worked 
its way into tho subsoil. Fish and insects, 
which are frequently found in strata of tri- 
poli, which lie under sulphur beds, induce the 
belief that lakes foymerly existed in Sicily. 

The following is a list of the various strata 
which form part of the crust of the earth in 
Sicily, according to Professor Mottura, an Ital- 
fan geologist : 

Pliocene.— Sandstone; coarse calcareous rock; 
marl. 

Upper Miocene,—Calcareous marl; gypsum, 
ete.; sulphur embedded in calcareous lime- 
stone; solicitous limestone; tripoli, contain- 
ing fossils of fish, insects’ eggs, etc, 

Middle Miocene,—Sandstone containing 
quartz, intercalated with marl of a saltish 
taste, 

Lower Miocene,—Rook salt; blue marl, con- 
taining petroleum and bitumen; fintstone; 
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Fd 
ferruginous clay, mixed with aragonite and 
bituminous schists; ferruginous and solicious 
sandstone. , 

Eocene.—Limestone, containing diaspores 
and shells, 

At times one or another of the strata disap- 
pears, while the order of some is slightly re- 
versed on Hecount of the broken state of the 
crust. Upon the whole, however, the above 
has been generally observed in the various 
mines by the author referred to. - 

Sulphur Mines have been operated in Sicily 
over three hundred years, but until the year 
1820 its exportation was confined to narrow 
limits. At present the number of mines exist- 
ing in Sicily is about three hundred, nearly 
two hundred of which, being operated on 
credit, are, it is understood, destined to an 
early demise. It is said that there are about 
80,000,000 tons of sulphur in Sicily at present, 
and that the annual production amounts to 
about 400,000 tons. If this should be true, tak- 
ing the foregoing as a basis, the supply will 
become exhausted in about seventy-five years. 

In 1819 a law was passed in Italy, which is 
still in force, governing mining in Sicily, which 
provides that should a landowner discover ore 
in his property he would be the owner thereof, 
aad should have the right to mine, operate, or 
rent the property to others for that purpose, 
but if he should decline to opérate his mines 
or to rent them to others to be operated, the 
state would rent them on its own account. 

Royalties vary from 12 to 45 percent. They 
are paid according to the quality of the ore 
and the facilities for producing sulphur; 26 
per cent may, however, be taken as an avere 
age. There is a land tax of 36 per cent of the 
net income, which is usually paid by the own- 
ers and lessees of the mines, if proportion to 
the quantity of sulphur which they produce, 
The export duty is 10 lire perton. Al) mines 
are inspected by gsvernment officials once a 
year, and the owners are required to furnish 
the State with plans of the work and their 
progress, witha view to insure the safety of 
the workmen and to ascertain the extent of 
the property. 


Those who rent their mines receive from 10 
to 40 per cerit of the sulphur produced. Leases 
are valid for such period as the contracting 
parties may stipulate therein. The general 
limit, however, is nine years. The average 
lease is 25 per cent, 40 per cent being paid only 
when the mines are very favorably situated 
and the production good. Some lessees prefer 
paying a considerable sum in cash in 
advance, at the beginning of the term of the 
lease, and giving l5or 2 per cent, in sulphur 
annually thereafter, instead of a higher pers 
centage. 


Tho external tedications of the presence of 
sulphur are the appearance of gypsum and 
sulphurous springs. These are indubitable 
signs of the presence of sulphur,and when 
discovered the process resorted to here, in 
order to reach the sulphur, is to bore a hole 
sufficiently large to admit a man, after which 
steps are constructed in the passage in order 
to facilitate the workmen in going to and fro, 
These steps extend across the passage, and are 
about 25 centimeters high and 35 broad. The 
inclination of the holes or passages varies 
from & to SO degrees, Upon attaining the 
depth of several meters water is often met 
with, and in such considerable quantity that it 
is impossible to proceed. Hence it becomes 
necessary to either pump the water out or re- 
treat in order to bore elsewhere, It is often 
necessary to bore several passages in order to 
discover the ore orseam of sulphur, When, 
however, it has been discovered the passages 
are made to follow its direction, whether up- 
ward or downward. As the direction of seams 
is in most cases irregular, that of the passages 
or galleries is likewise. Where the ore ig rich 
and the matrix yielding the miners break it by 
means of pick-axes and pikes, but when such 
is not the case gunpowder is resorted to, the 
ore in this case being carried to the surface by 
boys. The miners detach the ore from the 
surrounding material, and the cavities which 
ensue in consequence assume the appearance 
of vast caves, which are here and there sup- 
ported by pillars of rock and ore in order to 
keep them from falling or giving way, In 
order to strengthen the galleries sterile rock 
is piled upon each side and cemented with 
gypsum. In extensive mines, however, these 
supports and linings are too weak, and not in- 
frequently, as a result, the galleries and 
caverns give way, occasionally causing con- 
siderable havoc among the miners. Sulphur is 
found from the surface to a depth of 150 
meters. The difficulties met with in operating 
mines are numerous, and among the greatest 
in this category are water, landslides, irregu- 
larity of seam, deleterious gases, hardness of 
rocks and matrices. Of these difficulties water 
is the most frequently met with. Indeed, it is 
always present, and renders the constant use 
of pumps necessary. At one time miners were 
allowed to dig where they pleased 80 long as 
sulpbur was extracted, the consequence being 
that in groups of mines, the extent and direc. 
tion of which being unknown to their respece 
tive owners, one mine often fell into or upon 
another, thus causing destruction to fe and 
property, It was largely for this reason, it is 
understood, that the Government determined 
to require owners and lessees of mines to fur. 
nish plans thereof to proper authority, and 
directed that official inspection of the mines 
should be made at stated periods. In order tq 
comply with the decreqof the Government, i} 
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became necessary to employ mining engineers 
to draw the plans, etc., and those employed 
were generally foreigners. In the system of 
excavation described no steam power is em- 
ployed. Pumping is performed by means of 
primitive wooden hand pumps, and when suffi- 
cient ore has been collected it is conveyed on 
the backs of boys to the surface—a slow, costly, 
and difficult procedure. This system may, 
however, be suitable to small mines, but in 
large mines there is no economy in hand labor; 
indeed, much is lost in time and expense by it. 
For this reason steam has been introduced into 
the larger and more important mines. The 
machinery employed is a hoisting apparatus, 
with a drum, around which a coil is wound, 
with the object ‘of hoisting and lowering 
trucks in vertical shafts. Steam pumps serve 
to extract the water. The force of the hoist- 
ing apparatus. varies from 15 to 50 horse power. 
The fuel consumed is English and French coal, 
the former being preferred, as it engenders 
greater heat. The cost of a ton of coal at the 
wharf is $4 40, whereas in the interior of the 
island it costs about $10. The shafts or pits 
are made in the ordinary way, great care being 
taken in lining them with masonary in order 
to guard against landslides. In level portions 
of the country vertical shafts are preferred, 
but where the mine is situated upona hill a 
debouche may often be found below the sul- 
phur seam,when an inclined plane is preferred, 
the ore being placed in trucks and allowed to 
run down the plane on rails until it reaches 
the exterior of the mine, where it suddenly 
and violently stops, and as a result the trucks 
are emptied of their load, when they are 
drawn up the plane to be refilled, and thus the 
process goes on indefinitely. In these mines a 
gutter is made in the inclined plane which car- 
ries off the water, thus dispensing with the 
necessity of a pump and the requisites to oper- 
ate it. The galleries and inclined shafts are 
lined with beams of pine or larch, which are 
brought hither from Sardinia, as Sicily possess- 
es very little timber. The mines are illuminated 
by means of iron oil lamps, the wicks of which 
are exposed; The lamps are imported from Ger- 
many. In certain cases an earthenware lamp, 
made on the island, and said to be a fac simile 
of those used by the Phoenicians, is employed. 
This lamp is made in the shape of a small bowl. 
It is filled with oil and a wick inserted, which 
hangs or extends outward, and is thus ignited, 
the flame being exposed to the air. Safety 
lamps are unknown, and those described are 
generally secure. Few explosions take place— 
only when confined carbonic hydrogen is met 
with in considerable quantities, and when the 
ventilation is not good. In this case the mine 
is easily ignited, and once on fire may burn for 
years. The only practical expedient for ex- 
tinguishing the fire is to close all inlets and 
outlets in order to shut off the air. This, how- 
ever, is difficult and takes time. Notwith- 
standing the closing of communications, the 
gases escape through the fissures and openings 
which obtain everywhere, and the ingress of 
air makes it next to impossible to extinguish 
the fire; hence it burns indefinitely, or until 
the mine is exhausted. Occasionally the burn- 
ing of a mine results beneficially to its owners, 
in that it dispenses with the necessity of smelt- 
ing, and produces natural, refined sulphur. 

Galleries in extent are usually 120 by 1°80 
meters, and when ore is not found and it be- 
comes necessary to extend the galleries, labor- 
ers are paid in accordance with the pro- 
gress they may make, and the character 
of the rock, earth, etc., through which it may 
be necessary to cut, as follows: 

_ Silicious limestone, 60 lire per meter; daily 
progress, ‘20 meter. 

Gypsum, 50 lire per meter; daily progress, ‘30 
meter. 

‘Marl, 30 lire per meter; daily progress, °50 
meter. 

Clay, 15 lire per meter; daily progress, 1 me- 
ter. 

Laborers working in the ore are paid 4°30 lire 
per ton. This includes digging, extracting, 
and illumination, In some mines, however, 
the laborers are paid when the sulphur is fused 
and ready for exportation. One ton of sul- 
phur, or its equivalent (say from 40 to 50 lire), 
is the amount generally paid. In mines where 
this system obtains the administration is only 
responsible for their maintenance. Each 
miner produces on an average about 1% tons 
of ore daily, and when the works are not 
more than 40 meters in depth he employs one 
boy to assist him, two boys when they reach 60 
meters, and three when under 100 meters. 
These boys are from seven to sixteen years of 
age, and are paid from .85 to 1°50 lire per day 
by the miner who employs them. They carry 
trom 1,000 to 1,500 pounds of ore daily, or in 
from six to eight hours. The food consumed 
by miners is very meager, and consists of 
bread, oil, wine, or water; occasionally cheese, 
macaroni, and vegetables are added to the 
above. 

Mining laborers generally can nekher read 
nor write, and when employed in mines distant 
from hibitations or towns, live and sleep 
therein, or in the open air, depending on 
the season or the weather. In a few mines the 
laborers are, however, provided with suitable 
dwelling places, and a relief fund is in exist- 
ence for the succor of the families of those 
who die in the service. This fund is greatly 
opposed by the miners, from whose wages 
from 1 to 2 per cent. is deducted for its main- 
tenance. In the absence of a fund of this 
gbaracter the sick or infirm are abandoned by 
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their companions and left to die. Generally 
miners are inoffensive when fairly dealt with. 
They are said to be indolent and dishonest as a 
rule. The managers of mines receive from 
3,000 to 5,000 lire per annum; chief miners from 
1,500 to 2,500 lire; surveyors, 700 to 1,000 lire, 
and weighers and clerks from 1,000 to 2,000 lire 
per annum, The total number of mining la- 
borers in Sicily is estimated at about 25,000. 


The ore for fusion of the first grade as to 
yield contains from 20 to 25 per cent. of sul- 
phur, that of the second grade from 15 to 20 
per cent., and of the third grade 10 to 15 per 
cent. The usual means adopted for extract- 
ing sulphur from the ore is heat, which attains 
the height of 400 degrees centigrade, smelting 
with the kiln, which in Sicilian dialect is called 
a “calearone.” The “calcarone” is capable of 
smelting several thousand tons or ore at a 
time and is operated in the open air. Part of 
the sulphur is burned in the process of smelt- 
ing in order to liquefy the remainder. ‘“Calca- 
roni” are situated as closely to the mouth of a 
shaft as possible, and if practicable on the 
side of a hill, in order that when the process 
of smelting is complete the sulphur may run 
down the hill in channels prepared for the pur- 
pose. The shop of a “calcarone” is circular,and 
the floor hasaninclination of from 10 to 15 de- 
grees. The circular wall is made of rude 
stone work, cemented together with gypsum; 
the thickness of the wall at the back is 0°50 
meters, and from this it gradually becomes 
thicker until in front, where it is 1 meter, 
when the diameter is to be 10 meters. In 
front the thickest part of the wall an opening 
is left, measuring 1°20 meters high and 0°25 
meters broad. Through this opening the 
liquid sulphur flows. Upon each side of this 
opening two walls are built at right angles 
with the circular wall, in order to strengthen 
the front of the kiln. These walls are 80 
centimeters thick each and are roofed. A 
door is hinged to these walls, thus forming a 
small room in front of each kiln in which the 
keeper thereof resides from the commence- 
ment to the termination of the flow of sul- 
phur. The inclined floor of the kiln is made of 
stone work and is covered with “ginesi,” the 
name given to the refuse of a former process 
of smelting. The stone work is 20 centimeters 
thick, and the “genesi” covering 25 centime- 
ters, which gradually becomes thicker as it 
approaches its lowest extremity. The front 
part of the circular wall is 3°50 meters high 
and the back 1°80 meters. The interior of the 
wall is plastered with gypsum in order to ren- 
der it impermeable. The cost of a “calcarone” 
of about 500 tons capacity is 800 lire. The 
capacity varies from 40 to 5,000 tons, or more, 
depending upon circumstances. If a mine is 
enabled to smelt the whole year round the 
smaller “calcaroni,” being more easily man- 


aged, are preferred; the inverse is the case 
as to the larger “calcaroni,” when this 
is impracticable. When a “calcarone” 


is situated within 100 meters of a cereal 
farm its operation is prohibited by law 
during summer, lest the fumes of the sulphur 
should destroy the crop. When, however, the 
distance is greater from the farm or farms 
than 100 meters smelting is permitted; but 
should any damage ensue to the crops as a re- 
sult of the fumes, the owners of the “calca- 
roni” are required to liquidate it. Therefore, 
the mines which are favorably situated smelt 
the entire year, and employ “calcaroni” of 
from 40 to 500 tons, as there is less risk of a 
process failing, which occasionally happens, 
and for the reason that the ore can be smelted 
as soon as extracted, whereas, when kilns or 
“calcaroni” are situated within or adjacent to 
the limit adverted to, they can only be oper- 
ated five or six months in the year, consequent 
upon which the ore is necessarily stacked up 
all through the summer or until such time as 
smelting may be commenced without endan- 
gering the crops, when it becomes necessary to 
use “calcaroni’” whose capacity amounts to 
several thousand tons. As intimated these 
large “calcaroni” are not so manageable as 
those of smaller dimensions, and as a result 
many thousands of tons of sulphur are lost in 
the process of smelting, besides perhaps the 
loss of an entire year in labor. Again the ore 
deteriorates or depreciates when long exposed 
to the air and rain, all of which, when practi- 
cable, render the kilns or “calcaroni” of the 
smaller capacity more advantageous and lu- 
crative to those operating sulphur mines 


in Sicily. Smelting with a “calcarone” 
of 20 tons capacity consumes _ thirty 
days. One of 8) tons, sixty days, 
and with a “calcarone” of 2,000 tons 


capacity from 9 to 120 days are consumed. 

In loading or filling the “calcaroni” the 
larger blocks of ore are placed at the bottom 
as well as against the mouth, in order to keep 
the lower part of the kiln as cool as possible, 
with a view of preventing the liquid sulphur 
from becoming ignited as it passes down to 
where it makes its exit, etc. The blocks of ore 
thus first placed in position are for obvious 
reasons the most sterile. After the foundation 
is thoroughly laid the building of the “pile” is 
is proceeded with, the larger blocks being 
placed in the center to form as it were the 
backbone of the pile, the smaller blocks of ore 
are arranged on the outside of these in the in- 
terstices. The shape or form of the pile when 
completed is similar to a truncated cone, and 
when burning the kiln looks like a small vol- 
cano. When the kiln has been filled with ore 
the whole is covered with genesi with a view 
of preventing the escape of the fumeq, Phe 
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ore is then ignited by means of bundles of 
straw, impregnated or saturated with sulphur, 
being held above the thin portion of the top of 
the kiln, which is at once closed with genesi 
and the “calcarone” is left to itself for about 
a week. During the burning process the flames 
gradually descend and the sulphur contained 
in the ore is melted by the heat from above. 
In about seven or eight days sulphuric fumes 
and sublimed sulphur csmmences to escape, 
when it becomes necessary to add a new coat 


of ginesi to the covering and thus 
prevent the destruction of vegetation 
by the sulphur fumes. The mouth 


of the kiln, which has been left open in order 
to create a draft, is closed up about this time 
with gypsum plaster. When the sulphur is all 
liquified it finds its way to the most depressed 
part of the kiln, and there, upon encountering 
the large sterile blocks, quite cold, already re- 
ferred to, solidifies. It is again liquified by 
means of burning straw, whereupon an iron 
trough is inserted into a mouth made in the 
kiln for thé purpose, and the reliquified sul- 
phur runs into it, from which it is immediately 
collected into wooden molds, called “gadite,” 
and which have been kept cool by being sub- 
merged in water. Upon its becoming thor- 
oughly cool the sulphur is taken out of the 
molds referred to, and is now in solid blocks, 
each weighing 100 weight. Two of these blocks 
constitute a load for a mule, and cost from 4 
to 5 francs. 

The above is the result when the operation 
succeeds; but this is not always the case. At 
times the sulphur becomes solidified before it 
reaches the mouth of the kiln, because of the 
heat not being sufficient to keep it liquid in its 
passage thereto, and other misfortunes not 
within control, and consequent upon the use 
of the larger kilns, or “‘calcaroni.” 

When the sulphur ceases to run from the 
kiln the process is complete. The residue is 
left to cool, which consumes from one to two 
months. The cooling process could. be accom- 
plished in much less time by permitting the 
air to enter the kiln, but this would be de- 
structive to vegetation, and even to life, con- 
sequent upon the fumes of the sulphur. The 
greatest heat at a given time’ in a kiln 
is calculated to be above six hundred 
and fifty degrees centigrade —that is, at 
the close of the process. This enormous heat 
is generally allowed to waste, whereas it is 
understood it could be utilized in many ways. 
A gentleman by the name of Gill is understood 
to have invented a recuperative kiln, which 
will, if generally adopted, utilize the heat of 
former processes named. A ton of ore con- 
taining about 25 per cent. of sulphur yields 
300 pounds of sulphur. This is considered a 
good yield. When it yields 200 pounds it is con- 
sidered medium, and poor when only 75 
pounds. Laborers are paid .40 lire: per ton for 
loading and unloading kilns, and from thirty 
to forty hands are employed at a time. The 
keeper of a kiln receives from 2 to 2.50 lire per 
day. 

Notwithstanding the “calcarone’’ has many 
defects it is the simplest and cheapest mode 
of smelting, and is preferred here to any other 
system requiring machinery and skilled labor 
to operate it. 

The following are the principal furnaces in 
use here: Durand’s, Hirzel, Gill and Kayser’s 
System of Fusion, Conby Bollman Process, 
Thomas Steam Process of Smelting, and Rob- 
ert Gill’s Recuperative Kilns. 

There are seven qualities of grades of sul- 
phur, viz: 

1; Sulphur almost chemically pure, of a very 
bright and yellow color. 

Second Best.—Slightly inferior to the first 
quality; bright and yellow. 

Second Good.—Contains 4 to 5 per cent. of 
earthy matter, but is of a bright yellow. 

Second Current.—Dirty yellow, containing 
more earthy matter than that last named. 

Third Best.—Brownish yellow; this tint de- 
pends on the amount of bitumen which it con- 
tains. 

Third Good.—Light brown, containing much 
extraneous matter. 

Third Current.—Brown and coarse. 

These qualities are decided by color, not by 
test. The difference of price is from 3 to 10 
francs per ton. Manufacturers prefer the 
Third Best, because of its containing more sul- 
phuric acid and costing less than the sulphur 
of better quality. 

Sulphur is conveyed to the seaboard by rail, 
in carts, or on mules or donkeys. Conveyance 
by cart, mule, or donkey, is only resorted to 
when the distance is short or from mines to 
railroad stations. The tariff in the latter case 
is understood to be 1 lire per ton per mile. The 
railroad tariff is "12 per ton per kilometer ; but 
it is contemplated, it is understood, to reduce 
this to 7 centimes in a short time. The price 
per ton of sulphur is as follows:

Sulphur free on board, brokerage, shipment, 
export duty, and all other expenses included, 
costs 20 lire per ton in excess of the above 
prices. Nearly all the sulphur exported from 
Palermo emanates from the Lercara mines in 
the. Province of Palermo, the price per ton 
; . 








being as follows: first quality, 91.60 lire; second 
quality, 88.40. Sulphur is usually conveyed in 
steamers to foreign countries from Sicilian 
ports. The average freight per ton to New 
York is about as follows: From Palermo, 8.76 
lire; from Catania, 13.50 lire; from Girgenti, 16 
lire. An additional charge of 2.50 lire is made 
when the sulphur may be destined for other 
ports in the United States. c 

Liebig once said that the degree of civiliza- 
tion of a nation and its wealth could be seen 
in its consumption of sulphuric acid. Now, 
although Italy produces immense quantities of 
sulphur, it cannot, on account of the scarcity 
of fuel, and other obvious reasons perhaps, 
compete with certain other countries in the 
manufacture and consumption of sulphuric 
acid. 

Sulphur is employed in the manufacture of 
sulphuric acid, and the latter serves in the 
manufacture of sulphate of soda, chloridic 
acid, carbonate of soda, azodic acid, ether, 
stearine candles, purification of oils in connec- 
tion with precious metals and electric bat- 
teries. Nordhausen’s sulphuric acid is em- 
ployed in the manufacture of indigo. Sulphate 
of soda is employed in the manufacture of 
artificial soda, glassware, cold mixtures and 
medicines. Carbonate of soda is used in the 
manufacture of soap, bleaching wool, coloring 
and painting tissues, and in the manufacture 
of fine crystal ware and the preparation of 
borax. Chloric acid is used in the preparation 
of chlorides with bioxide of manganese, 
and with chlorides in the preparation of hypo- 
chlorides of lime, known in commerce under 
the name of bleaching powder, and improperly 
called chloride of lime, which is used as a dis- 
infectant in contagious diseases, in bleaching 
stuffs, and in the manufacture of paper from 
vegetable fibers, and in the manufacture of 
gelatine extracted from bones, as well as in 
fermenting molasses, and in the manufacture 
of sugar from beet root. Sulphur is also used 
in the preparation of gunpowder, and oil of 
vitriol, and in the manufacture of matches 
and cultivation of the vine. 


In the year 1838, the Neapolitan government 
granted a monopoly toa French company for 
the trade in sulphur. By the terms of the 
agreement the producers were required to sell 
their sulphur to the company at certain fixed 
prices, and the latter paid the government the 
sum of $350,000 annually in consideration of 
this requirement. This, however, was nota 
success, and tended to curtail the sulphur in- 
dustry, and the government, discovering the 
agreement to be against its interests, annulled 
it and established a free system of production, 
charging an export tax per ton only. At that 
time sulphuric acid was derived exclusively 
from sulphur. Hence the demand from all 
countries was great, and the prices paid for 
sulphur were high. It was about this period 
that the sulphur industry was at its ze- 
nith. The monopoly having been abol- 
ished, every mine did its utmost to pro- 
duce as much sulphur as possible, and from 
the export duty exacted by the government 
there accrued to it a much larger rey- 
enue than that which it received during 
the period of the monopoly. The progress of 
science has, however, modified the state of 
things since then, as sulphur can now be ob- 
tained from pyrite or pyrite of iron. This dis- 
covery immediately caused the price of sul- 
phur to fall, and the great demand therefor 
correspondingly ceased. In England, at the 
present time, it is understood that two-thirds 
of the sulphuric acid used is manufactured 
from pyrites. The decrease in prices caused 
uf the mines to subspend operations, and as a 
result the sulphur remained idle in stock, In 
1884 an association was formed at Catania 
with a view to buying up sulphur thus stored 
away at the mines and various ports at low 
prices, and store it away until a favorable op- 
portunity should present itself for the sale 
thereof. This had the effect of increasing the 
prices of sulphur in Sicily for some time, and 
the producers, discovering that the methods 
of the associatian increased the foreign demand 
for their produce as well as its prices, exported 
it directly themselver, thus preaking up the 
association referred to, as it was no longer a 
profitable concern, 

The railroad system, which in later years has 
placed the most important parts of Sicily in 
communication with the seaboard, has been 
most beneficial to the sulphur industry. A great 
saving has been made in transporting it to the 
ports. This was formerly (as stated) accom- 
plished by carts drawn by mules at an enor- 
mous expense, as the roads were wretched, 
and unless some person of distioction contem- 
plated passing over them repairs were not 
known.

The slight improvement noted in the de- 
mand for drugs,in our last issue,has continued, 
though it has not yet extended to the general 
line. Interest in the tariff question has ap- 
parently died out, for the present at least, and 
the probable fate of the measure now before 
Congress has very little interest for the ma- 
jority of dealers. This indifference doubtless 
arises from the belief which is becoming more 
and more deep-seated that the Mills bill will 
be killed in the Senate, even if it passes the 
House. This impression tends to restore 
the confidence of buyers in the future 
and they are beginning to pay more attention 
to those needs of their trade which 
they postponed at the beginning of 
the tariff agitation. The unfavorable position 
of opium and quinine acts somewhat in the 
nature of a drag upon business in the general 
line. There have been about the usual num- 
ber of changes in the list, but few of them can 
be considered of special importance. They are 
indicated below:

Opium. 

The position of opium continues to favor 
buyers, but the latter manifest little or no in- 
terest, and the feeling is very dull. It is re- 
ported that single cases are readily pro- 
curable at $3, but the larger holders have, 
we understand, refused to accept or- 
ders at that figure. The break to $3 
was induced by the offering of a small lot 
by one holder, who is supposed to represent 
the French end of the bear interest, and it is 
reported that he has disposed of what he had, 
a case ata time, at that figure. In lots as 
wanted the lowest quotation we have heard is 
$3 10, though $3 1244@3 15 are general asking 


prices. Powdered opium is now quoted at 
$4 35@4 45. From the nature of recent London 


reports it is inferred that the depressed condi- 
tion is quite as much due to the efforts of 
bears who are endeavoring to cover short 
sales made some time ago on American ac- 
count, as to the more favorable reports re- 
garding the crop. On the latter head Smyrna 
advices are that the weather is propitious 
and that the spring sowings are doing 
well. The London Chemist and Druggist 
in its issue of the 28th ultimo, says:— 
‘There is not much doing here, except in soft 
shipping, of which about 200 cases are stated 
to have been exported within the last fort- 
night. The Smyrna market, according to the 
most recent reports, has been rather firmer, 
a number of holders appearing to attach some 
eredence to the persistent reports of damage 
to the growing crop. The business transacted 
has not been large, amounting only to about 
forty cases in the week ending April- 14, old 
and new tale-quale Karahissar and Yerli at 88 
lid to 9 10d per lb, and old Karahissar 
with “visite” at 9s 10d per lb. The grow- 
ng crop is now beginning to pass through 
its most critical period, and a few days of un- 
favorable weather, such as hot south wind, 
may reduce the yield by some thousands of 
packages. Meantime, no such eventuality has 
yet occurred, and the brightest hopes are en- 
tertained of the crop in Asia Minor, rain 
having fallen in all the growing districts. 
Rain has also fallen in the province of Salonica, 
and considerably improved the prospects of 
the growing crop in that locality.” Late this 
afternoon cables were received here to the ef- 
fect that prime quality opium could not be 
bought below 9s, which is equal to $225 here, 
in bond. 

Morphine was reduced lic per ounce by the 
principal American manufacturers last Sat- 
urday. They now quote $2 40 in bulk, $2 45 in 
ozs and $270 in eights. The demand is rather 
slow, 


Quinine. 

The unexpected reduction of 3c per ounce in 
the price of the leading domestic brands last 
Saturday had a demoralizing effect upon out- 
side holders, and prices dropped off to ec in 
the general market. The low figures brought 
out buyers, but little or no speculative inter- 
est was manifested. The buying was almost 
wholly on account of out-of-town jobbers and 
small dealers, and their aggregate purchases 
are said to have been large, though, individu- 
ally, the transactions seldom exceeded 1,000 
oz. lots. The bulk of these sales were at 32c, 
but it is intimated that in one or two instances 
a shade less was accepted. Not much en- 
couragement was expected from to-day’s bark 
gale, though the earlier cables reported that 
it started off with considerable animation, 
Later advices were somewhat conflicting, 
though all indicated improvement, the ad- 
vance being variously reported atfrom5 stol5s. 
The offerings were light and the quantity sold 
s reported as 1,500 packages East Indian and

Alcohol remains steady under an active jJob- 
bing demand. We continue to quote $2 2@ 
2 15, as to quantity. 

Aloin continues in good demand for manu- 
facture, and remains steady at $1 75. 

Borax is firmer. California refined is now 
generally quoted at 84@s¥4c, and city at 84@ 
8igc. Concentrated is held at 74@7%e, ac- 
cording to quantity. The demand is good, but 
principally for small lots. 

Citric acid is still quoted at We by the do- 
mestic manufacturers, but they have nothing 
to sell. Holders of foreign have again in- 
creased their views, and are now demanding 
bic, though it is thought that less might buy. 
The demand is good, but of a jobbing char- 
acter, 

Colocynth apples of the Trieste variety have 
attracted more attention, and we note sales of 
1,500 Ibs at 46c. In a Jobbing way 47@50c is paid. 
Spanish are without change, and are jobbing 
at 28@300, 

Cassia buds are almost out of the market. It 
is reported that the stock of prime does not 
exceed 100 boxes. The scarcity, however, is 
only temporary, as there are 2,000 boxes on 
the way which are about due, The few lots 
here are selling at 11}¢c. 

Cuttlefish bone remains firm, under limited 
offerings. There is a fair jobbing demand 
which is supplied at 22c. 

Ergot has continued to decline under freer 
offerings of new stock. On an outside lot of 
German _held by a commission house, a bid 20c 
was solicited without resulting in business. 
The nominal quotatations are 2c for German 
and 26c for Spanish. 

Glycerine has declined to 184c in drums and 
barrels and 19@19}¢c in cans, as the result of 
competition. Buyers continue to hold off and 
we learn of little doing. 

Insect powder is in active demand for con- 
sumption and dealers are hurrying up their 
contracts deliveries. It is reported that most 
of the early contractors are applying for re- 
newals, an unheard of circumstance consider- 
ing the time of year. Quotations remain firm 
and unchanged. 

Japan wax has been in large demand, mostly 
for export to Mexico, this being a compara- 
tively new outlet for the New York market. 
The sales were mostly in a jobbing way at I1@ 
llc. 

Brazil wax has also been active, and sales of 
7,000 Ibs, all grades, have been made within the 
range of 10@l4c, as to quality. 

Ceresin has attracted a good deal of atten- 
tion, and we note sales of 5,000 ius, mostly yel- 
low, at 10Kc. The quotations as to grade are 
104@ll%c. This article, it is said, is gradually 
superseding beeswax, which accounts for the 
decline in the latter. 

Nux vomica continues scarce and in demand, 
and is firmly held at 3}44@344c, as to quantity. 

Mercurials are lower in sympathy with 
quicksilver. We now quote calamel at 65c, 
corrosive sublimate at 57c, 75c for red precipi- 
tate, and 80c for white precipitate. 

Quicksilver is still tending downward owing 
to the continued lack of demand, The nom- 
inal quotations are now 56@58ec, as to quantity 
and seller, 

Lycopodium is more inquired for, in antici- 
pation of future requirements. Out of town 
dealers are the principal buyers at present, 
and during the week they have taken various 
small lots at 40c for Pollitz and 39 without 
brand,

While in the aggregate the volume of busi- 
ness is satisfactory, comparing favorably with 
that of corresponding seasops in the past, 
there is little movement in invoice lots. The 
general tone of the market is steady, and we 
find few important changes to note. In the 
lighter chemicals we notice an easy feeling in 
brown acetate of lime and double manure salt, 
while nitrate of soda remains firm and brim- 
stone somewhat unsettled. 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Dealers report a generally quiet 
buyers contenting themselves with small pur- 
ehases to supply their current require- 
ments. The opinion prevails that no form of 
agreement has been entered into by the flint 
glass manufacturers with their workmen 
and that the contestants on both sides becom- 
ing tired of the long period of idleness were 
glad to resume operations. As the season is 
nearing its close the flint glass manufacturers 
will probaly not be large buyers of chemicals 
this spring. At present they are taking only 
enough stock to carry them along. Reports 
from Liverpool are not encouraging. Messrs. 
J. P. Brunner & Co. write on the 27th ult.: “The 
market for chemicals has been very dull this 
week with no life in anything. Soda ash is 
quiet but stocks are light and prices firm. We 
quote: Caustic ash 48% 31-32@1d, high test 31-32 
@l1d; carb ash 48¢ 1@1 1-32d, high test 31-32@1d. 
Soda crystals are inactive and £2 11s 3d@2 12s 6d 
represent nearest values. Caustic soda has 
gone dull again and buyers hold aloof. Most 
of the makers are busy on orders booked a 
short time ago for the Russian market, but 
there is little fresh business going on. A few 
transactions are reported at from £6 17s 64d@ 
7 for 70%. For special brands of 60% £6 was paid 
to a limited extent, but this figure could pro- 
bably be slightly shaded; 74% we quote at £7 5s 
@7 7s 6d and 76% £8@8 5s. Bleaching powder is 
quite neglected, but as there is little offering 
sellers will not quote less than £7 12s 6d. Chlo- 
rate of potash is meeting with little attention 
and although 534d is the nominal price, a shade 
less would probably be accepted by resellers.”

Carbonated soda ash, 48%, of the various Liv- 
erpool brands is a shade easier again and stock 
to arrive or for shipment is now procurable 
at 1 25¢c while a firm offer of a shade less might 
be accepted, There is no inquiry for tuture 
deliveries and since we last wrote no sales of 
importance have come under our notice. For 
lots near by or on the spot 1 27144@1 30 represent 
the general quotations on large lots, but small 
quantities from store would command 1 35c. 
The jobbing demand is not so brisk but there 
is a fair business doing. High test can be 
bought at 1 se on the spot or to arrive, but 
there is seldom any inquiry for it. 

Newcastle soda ash is very firm, and there is 
very little offering, there being only one small 
lot an the way and but a few casks in store. 
For the latter holders are asking 1 35c, and re- 
part a few jobbing transactions at that. Ca- 
bles from Newcastle report that freight rates 
from that port have advanced to 20s owing to 
the large demand for vessels for the Baltic 
grain trade. This practically puts an embargo 
upon shipments of Newcastle goods to the 
United States for the present. 

Caustic soda ash, 48%, remains in limited sup- 
ply, and the firm views of holders are accord- 
ingly maintained. There is a fair business in 
progress, but it is almost wholly of a jobbing 
character, as buyers are not disposed to antici 
pate their requirements. Ina small way sales 
from store are making at 1 35c,while for future 
delivery a few lots have been taken at 1 25@ 
1 274%c according to quantity, seller and posi- 
tion. In high test there is nothing doing so 
far as we can learn, and the quotations are en- 
tirely nominal. 

Refined alkali, 36%, finds an occasional buyer 
but in the main it attracts very little atten- 
tion and is scarcely quotable. The stock on 
the spot is limited and is nominally held at 
115@1 We, though an offer of less would prob- 
ably be accepted. The high test grades sell 
fairly, but the flint glass makers, as stated 
above, are only taking what they need for im- 
mediate use, and the market has a quiet ap- 
pearance. We quote 48% at 125c and 58% at 
1 1l5e, though goods to arrive or for shipment 
might be had for less in a large way. 

Caustic soda is somewhat easier in sympathy 
with the dull reports from Liverpool, as 
quoted in our introductory remarks. Since 
we last wrote there have been a few small sales 
of 604 at 237i4c, but this price appears t« be 
above the views of most buyers, and they con. 
tinue to hold back, expecting further conces- 
sions in their favor. For 70% and 74% there has 
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been a limited demand, and the few sales made 
have been of jobbing lots to meeting require- 
ments of the moment. Holders are now will- 
ing to accept 2 20@2 224c, as to quantity, and 
transactions within the past few days have 
been based on these figures. The new test, 
77%, which has recently come on the market, is 
offered at 230c, but we do not hear of any 
sales. 

Sal soda continues very scarce and owing to 
the advance to 20s in freights from Newcastle 
there is little prospect of increased supplies 
from that source for some time to come. The 
lowest quotation we hear of on lots to arrive or 
for shipment is %ec, but some dealers have re- 
fused bids of that figure and demand 97Ke. 
There is scarcely anything obtainable on the 
spot and for the few lots in store the holders 
want 1 12%4e. 
but buyers views are below those of holders 


There is considerable inquiry 


and few transactions have resulted, 

American sal soda is moving freely into con- 
sumption on contract orders and there contin- 
ues a fair demand for present wants from the 
smaller buyers. The market is firm and prices 
are maintained at the combination rates. 

Bleaching powder shows very little anima- 
tion, as the larger out-of-town buyers are sup- 
plying their needs in Boston where stock is 
offering at a considerable shading on New 
York prices. Holders here, however, maintain 
their views, and, so far as we can learn, noth- 
ing is obtainable below 1 5c, while from this 
figure up to 1%ec is demanded, according to 
seller, brand and quantity. There have beena 


few small jobbing transactions within this 
range, but in a larger way no business has

Miscellaneous. :

quotable change in price, is rather easy, and 
we understand that some concession would be 
made on large purchases, The demand is slow, 
and this, combined with accumulating stocks 
inthe hands of manufacturers, induces the 
weak feeling. The nominal quotations remain

unchanged. There isa fair demand, which is 
supplied at ¢@2 40c, as to quantity. 

Arsenic is a trifle firmer, owing to the con- 
centrated condition of the stock, both here 
and abroad.

Brimstone continues firm with an advancing 
tendency in Sicily, but the spot market isin an 
unsatisfactory condition owing to the con- 
tinued Jack of important demand. Holders, 
however, are endeavoring to get better prices 
and are now demanding $2050 for best sec- 
onds on the spot, though we do not hear of 
this figure being paid for any considerable 
quantity. The stock which recently arrived 
has gone into store and there is now nothing 
offering from vessel. Thirds are neglected 
and nominal in price. 

Cream tartar is in the usual demand to meet 
the current requirements of consumption. 
There has been no change in the combination 
rates, and we repeat our quotations of 32q 
3234¢ for crystals and 32344@33lée for powdered, 
according to quantity and style of packing. 

Nitrate of soda has been firmly held 
throughout the week, and has sold quite 
freely in a jobbing way. ‘There 
ing to be had below 205c for 
store and from this figure up to210c is de- 
manded according to quantity. Cables from 
the coast report a further advance in futures, 
202l6c now being asked for shipments. The 
Hampshire has arrived with 10,000 bags but 
this will not affect the market any as half of it 
is sold and the balance will go into store at the 
full market rates. There are no other vessels 
due here until the end of June, with the ex- 
ception of the Landseer,which will bring about 
10,000 bags. The total exports from the coast 
to the United States from January 1 to May 1 
were 30,967 tons, against 29,951 in 1887 and 19,175 
tons the previous year. The deliveries for con- 
sumption during that period were 120,823 bags 
in 1888, 134,044 in 1887 and 93,469 in 1886. The vis- 
ible supply from May 1 to August 1 is 297,000 
bags against 230,000 for the corresponding 
months in 1887. The stock at the Atlantic 
ports on May 1 was 92,000 bags.

Ammonias, Potashes and Ferti- 
lizing Chemicals. 

Dealers report that the spring trade in 
chemical fertilizers has been heavier than ever 
before known, but keen competition has 
brought prices down toa very low point. To 
supply the requirements of the manufacturers 
an unusually large quantity of fertilizer 
chemicals was needed, but this demand has 
been about satisfied, and although there is still 
some business doing, the market for the raw 
materials is now comparatively quiet. The 
active trade has left producers and dealers 
with very short suppliesof most of the arti- 
cles on the list,and asaresult astrong tone 
prevails. We quote azotine at $2 15@2 20; sul- 
phate of ammonia $3 25@3 30; dried blood $215 
@220 for low grades and $2 20@225 for the 
better qualities; bone black, guaranteed 70% 
phosphate, $17 50; dissolved bone,%e per unit; 
acid phosphate 75c per unit; rough bone, $21 
per ton for hard and clean foreign and $1650 
for the usual run of domestic; ground bone 
$24@25 as to grade; fish scrap $25 f. o. b. factory; 
tankage 21@22 for high grade and $17@18.50 
for lower qualities; high grade sulphate of 
potash $2.20@2.25 on the basis of 90% potash; 
Charleston rock, crude, $6@6.50 f o b., Charles- 
ton and $8@8.50 at New York; ground phos- 
phate rock $9@9.50. A report from Charleston 
states that since March Ist dried phosphate 
lock has advanced $1.50 per ton and the un- 
dried $1 per ton. This it issaid is not due to 
any deficiency of material, but is owing en- 
tirely to the arrangements of the Phosphate 
Miners’ Exchange. ‘The latter regulates the 
quantity to be placed on the market and con- 
sequently there has been no underselling and 
no fluctuations in values. A broker of Charles- 
ton is reported as saying:

Russian and American Petroleum. 
BY SAMUEL P. SADTLER, PH.D. * 


American petroleum, or, more exactly, 
Pennsylvania petroleum, has, lam aware, been 
tayen as a subject for lecture before this in- 
stitution on several occasions already, notably 
in recent years by Mr. Chas. A. Ashburner, of 
the Second Geological Survey of Pennsylvania, 
and its geology and conditions of production as 
well as its refining and varied utilizations have 
been ably described. I am not aware, however, 
that it has been discussed in comparison with 
that equally wonderful and more recent pro- 
duction, Russian petroleum, It is my purpose 
then to describe briefly the conditions of oc- 
currence of these two most important natural 
products, to note the chemical differences be- 
tween the two “crudes,” the differences of 
treatment made necossary in consequence, the 
characters of the respective products, and 
lastly the present and prospective commercial 
values of these two gifts of Nature. In speak- 
ing of American field I shall speak, of course, 
essentially of the Pennsylvania production, for 
although we have Canadian oil, West Virginia 
oil, California oil and, prospectively of still 
greater importance, Ohio oil, the great bulk of 
the crude oil which is refined for iluminating 
and lubricating purposes, comes from what is 
called the Pennsylvania field. The extent and 
distribution of this oil-producing area is seen 
on the map (projected on the screen), taken 
from Mr. Ashburner’s paper on the oil regions 
of Pennsylvania and New York, read before 
the Halifax Meeting of the American Institute 
of Mining Engineers, in September, 1885. Since 
the issue of this map, however, a considerable 
development has taken place in the neighbor- 
hood of Washington, Pa., so that an additional 
district, centering about the town of Wash- 
ington, would have to be added. The com- 
bined area shown on Carll and Ashburner’s 
map, as underlaid by oil-producing sands, is 
369 square miles, stretching southwesterly 
from Alleghany county, N. Y., to Beaver 
county, Pa.,on the Ohio River, the develop- 
ment centring about Bradford, McKean 
county, Pa. 

The geological character of the oil-bearing 
strata has been very thoroughly studied by 
Messrs. Carll and Ashburner, of the Pennsyl- 
vania Geological Survey, and Prof. Peckham 
in his census report on petroleum. Mr. Carll 
in his several reports, made to the Geological 
Survey, very clearly defined and described not 
only the groups of producing sand rocks, be- 
ginning with the three Venango county sands, 
the earliest producing rocks, but the different 
geological horizons, such as, to begin with the. 
lowest, the Smethport sand, the Bradford and 
Alleghany group of sand rocks, the Warren 
and Clarendon sands, the Venango group be- 
fore referred-to producing in Venango, Butler 
and Clarion Counties, and the Smith’s Ferry 
heavy oil rock of Beaver county. 

This sand rock of Western Pennsylvania 
varies in character from a coarse-grained un- 
cemented sandstone, as in the Bradford dis- 
trict, to a pebble conglomerate of white or 
slightly colored opaque quartz, as in the But- 
ler and Venango districts, overlaid by marls 
and slates, often highly silicated, forming very 
hard and impervious crusts. These formations, 
according to Prof. Peckham, “lie far beneath 
the influence of the superficial erosion, like 
sand bars in a flowing stream or detritus on a 
beach.” ‘Taken as whole members of the geo- 
logical series, the deposits lie conformably 
with the enclosing rocks and slope gently to- 
wards the southwest." The Bradford field, in 
particular, says Prof. Peckham, “resembles a 
sheet of coarse-grained sandstane, 100 square 
miles in extent, by from 20 to 80 feet deep, 
lying with its southwestern edge deepest and 
submerged in salt water, and its northeastern 
edge highest and filled with gas under an ex- 
tremely high pressure.” 

While the oils found in this district may 
differ considerably in gravity, color, and un- 
doubtedly somewhat in chemical composition, 
the differences are not fundamental, and with 
certain special exceptions, the crude oils from 
various localities are all brought together by 
the pipe lines and become mixed before going 
to the refineries. None of these Pennsylvania 
and New York oils contain any appreciable 
amout of sulphur or other impurity which 
would require a modification of the general 
refining methods. The heavy oils of Franklin 
and Smith’s Ferry, Pa., and some few other 
localities, are so valuable for the manufacture 
of lubricating oils that they are collected and 
worked separately. The Pennsylvania crude 
oil has in general a dark greenish-black color, 
appearing claret-red by transmitted light, and 
varies ordinarily in specific gravity from 
O'782 to 0850 or as it is frequently expressed, 
from 49 deg. B. to 34 deg. B. Exceptions to 
this general statement are the Washington 
county amber oil, the light colored oil of 
Smith’s Ferry and some other natural yellow 
or amber oils. In chemical composition it is 
essentially composed of hydrocarbons of the 
paraffin series Cn Han +, the gaseous and the 
solid members of the series being alike held 
dissolved in the liquid ones and smaller amounts 
of the olefine series CnH,gn and the benzene 
CnNen—s. According to Markownikow, as 
confirmed by Kramer, Pensylvania petroleum 
also contains hydrocarbons of a series CnH,n, 
which he terms “naphthenes."’

Still another trunk line is that of the Tide- 
water Pipe Company, which a six-inch 
pipe extending from Rixford, in the Bradford 
field to Tamanend, in SchuyIkill county, where 
it connects with the Reading railroad, by 
which the oil is transported to the seaboard in 
tank cars. The distance is 170 miles, and there 
are in this interval five pumping stations. The 
capacity of the line is 10,000 barrels per twenty- 
four hours. 

If we turn now to the question of foreign. 
petroleum production, we will find that only 
one locality deserves to be mentioned in com- 
parison with our Pennsylvania production, 
viz.: Baku, on the Caspian, is the Russian 
province of the Caucasus. The map (projected 
on the screen) will show the several known 
petroleum deposits of Europe and their geo- 
graphical relation to each other, and to some 
extent the transportation facilities, as far as 
illustrated by the railway connections. The 
second or special map of the immediate Baku 
district will show the producing points and the 
refining center on the outskirts of the town of 
Baku. As seen on this last map, there are two 
great groups of wells, the Surakhani and the 
Balakhani groups. The former exists on the 
site of the old tire worshippers’ temple, where 
the petroleum gas has been issuing from the 
ground from the prehistoric period, 2,500 years 
ago, to the present. Only two or three com- 
panies carry on operations here. The major- 
ity are gathered at Balakhani, as a more co- 
pious supply was discovered here, and drilling 
Operations were found to be more easily 
carried on. 

The geology of this Baku district is not very 
definitely known. Vasilieff, in an article i 
the Russian Mining Journal of September, 
1886, states that the petroleum-bearing strata 
of the Caucasus belong to the Lower Miocene 
series of the Tertiary epoch, the deposits ex-

Wells in the Baku district which do not tlow, 
cannot be pumped in the ordinary way, in con- 
sequence of the large quantity of the sand 
present (sometimes as much as thirty to forty 
per cent.), and the oil is raised to the surface 
in cylinders resembling the sand pump. About 
two minutes are required to lower and lift the 
tubes, which bring about tifty gallons of oil to 
the surface each stroke. “Torpedoing” is so 
far unknown, as a well requires only to be 
bored a little deeper in order to bring fresh 
quantities of oil. The oil on issuing from the 
well is always allowed tostand fora time in 
reservoirs (which are frequently only shallow 
ponds in the surrounding soil) in order to de- 
posit the sand, and is then pumped through 
the pipe lines to the refineries at the Black- 
town on the coast some eight miles off. 

The Baku petroleum has a higher gravity 
than the American, averaging Ws73, or 310 B., 
and has been found to be entirely different in 
its chemical composition, consisting for the 
most part of hydrocarbons of the 
CnHgn, isomeric with the olifine series and 
called “naphthenes.”” As will be seen later, 
this difference in chemical in- 
volves a difference in the refining methods and 
results.

The petroleum bearing 
beds are composed of sand, calcareous clays, 
maris and, in places, compact sandstones, 
often of great thickness, penetrated by bands 
of pyrites. The theory of Ludwig Nobel, 
based on numerous oil well records made by 
his company, is that “the oil bearing strata, 
originally running regularly in an almost di- 
agonal direction, became dislocated and thrust 
hither and thither horizontally during some 
volcanic disturbance, and a sort of irregular 
cellular character given to the petroleum de- 
posits.” The peninsula of Apsheron is prob- 
ably honeycombed with thousands of these oil 
cells, which seem to be for the greater part in- 
dependent of each other, They are found at 
all depths down to 825 feet, the extreme depth 
yet reached. The great Droobja oil fountain, 
which, in six months of 1883, poured forth 
about 55,000,000 gallons of oil, had reached a 
depth of 574 feet only, and while this was tlow- 
ing at the rate of 2,000,000 gallons per diem, 
wells a stone’s throw olf and of lesser depth, 
were giving their daily supply of petroleum 
totally unaffected by it. Many of my audi- 
ence have, perhaps, read newspaper items with 
regard to the terrific power and prolitic char- 
acter of some of these Baku oil wells, and 
may have put down much of the account to 
exaggeration. But numerous reliable and un- 
biased witnesses have united in giving figures 
that we must therefore accept. The largest 
flowing wéll we have had in Romanian (the 
Armstrong No. 2) flowed for a time at the rate 
of over 6,000 barrels (or 260,000 gallons) per 
twenty-four hours. When Boverton Redwood, 
the secretary of the British Petroleum Associ- 
ation, visited Baku in the fall of 1884, one of No- 
bel’s capped fountains was opened for his 
benefit. A solid column of oil,more than a foot 
in diameter, shot up to a height exceeding 100 
feet, and continued to flow without diminution 
of violence as long as the valve remained open, 
forming a lake of oil to leeward of the well. 
The derrick was seventy feet high, and the oil 
column occasionally rose to at least double 
this height. This well (Nobel’s No. 18) yields at

It is true that more illuminating oil than 
this twenty-seven per cent. is sometimes 
gotten by some of the Baku refiners, but it is 
of lower flash test.

Petersburg, has also proposed a method of 
cracking by which the yield of illuminating 
oil can be raised to fifty per cent., but it is not 
adopted as yet to any considerable extent. 
With regard to the character of the best 
Russian illuminating oi) as compared with the 
American oil, it is claimed by English and 
German experimenters that, while the Russian 
oil gives less light at the beginning of the | 
burning when the lamp is full of oil and 
freshly trimmed, it affords a flame of some- 
what greater permanence as the level of oil in | 
the reservoir becomes lower, the difference 
being supposed to be due to the greater power 
which the Russian oil has of ascending the 
wick. In a comparison of the lubricating 
oils, there seems but little doubt that the Rus- | 
sian product has a distinct advantage. These 
lubricating oils from Baku petroleum contain 
| little or no solid hydrocarbons, the greatest 
quantity obtainable amounting to only a 
quarter of one per cent. of the crude oil. 
They will show, therefore exceptionally low 
cold tests. At the same time they have a re- 
markably high viscosity in relation to their 
specific gravity.

The sey- 
eral stills are maintained at temperatures cor- 
responding with the boiling points of the 
products to be volatilized. Superheated 
steam is used for all the stills, the steam being 
delivered partly under the oil and partly 
above the level of the oil; that is, in the vapor 
space above. The fuel used under all the stills 
in Baku is petroleum residuum or “astatki.” 
At many of the smaller works, the liquid fuel 
is simply allowed to tlow upon the hearth of 
the furnace, and in thus using it, a very dense 
black smoke is evolved, whence the refining 
suburb of Baku has come to be known as the 
Blacktown. At Nobel's refinery, however, 
arrangements are adopted for burning the 
fuel with a proper admixture of air, and 
smokeless combustion is thus obtained. The 
part the astatki, or liquid fuel, now plays in 
the Caucasian district and in Russia is some- 
thing not to be overlooked. It isthe only fuel 
for locomotives, steamers and factory engines 
throughout this part of Russia. It has re- 
placed wood and coal, and the use of it is now 
extending tar Moscow to the north, 
Teheran to the south, Merv and Khiva to the 
east and Batoum to the west. In 1883, the ag- 
rregate export of astatki to Russia by all the 
Baku firms was 281,000 tons. On the other 
hand, the production was estimated as ex- 
ceeding 500,000) tons, leaving, after making 
allowance for consumption in retineries, per- 
haps as much as 200,000 tons, or 50,000,000 gal- 
lons undisposed of.
